Joint Pay Board Studies 
Commissioned Schedules 


Members of the Interdepartmental Pay 
Board were busily engaged this week in 
working out pay schedules for commis 
sioned officers upon which all the uni- 
formed services may agree, No formal 
meetings have been held since last week 
and Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, USA, 
chairman of the board, has not set a new 
date, but informal conferences and in 
dividual study will continue for a while, 
it was said. 

There is little likelihood that the Board 
will give any further consideration to the 
subject of enlisted men’s pay schedules. 
It was evident at the last meet, it was 
stated, that an agreement could not be 
reached and that separate reports would 
have to be submitted on behalf of the 
land and sea services. 

Army pay students contend that their 
very first consideration in the enlisted 
situation must be the procurement of ad 
ditional grades and ratings so that great 
er opportunity can be afforded soldiers 
for advancement—and in that way pay 
increases—.a.. 80 that skilled men may 
be retainea to operate the increasingly 
complicated machinery of war. 

The Navy, on the other hand, wants the 
joint board to recommend increases in 
base »uy of the various grades beyond 
those now authorized for the Navy. The 
Navy, it is stated at the Department, has 
all the grades and ratings its service 
needs. The Sadler board, appointed at 
the behest of Chairman Vinson of the 
Hfouse Naval Committee, will report for 
increases in base pay. 

The Army, in turn, contents that while 
they would be glad to have increases in 
base pay that increases in grades and 
ratings are more necessary for efficiency 
and they do not want to recommend both 
classes of increases because they feel 
that would boost the cost to so prohibi 
tive a figure that congress would give 
them little serious consideration. 

Considerable attention is being given 
by board members to the excellent data 
gathered by and the reports of the 1929 
and 1930 interdepartmental boards. It is 
recalled that the 1929 report was sub 
mitted to the Bureau of efficiency, among 
other agencies, and that this bureau sub 
mitted a report in which great stress was 
laid upon the benefits accruing to officers 
of the Army and Navy which were not in 
cluded in their pay check and attempted, 
in some instances, to put a monetary 
value on those benefits. A most interest 
ing memorandum upon the Bureau of Ef 
ficiency’s report was drawn up by then 
Major F. C. Harrington, GSC, and of 
fered by the Assistant Chief of Staff G-1 
as a sort of rejoiner. In the course of 
the War Department's comments on the 
efficiency bureau's report it was stated: 

“The report describes, and in some 
cases evaluates, the benefits enjoyed by 
officers of the services, but no allowance 
appears to have been made in the com 
parisons for the value of the similar bene 
fits enjoyed by the civillan groups. The 
pecuniary disadvantages peculiar to the 
military profession have not been men 
tioned at all

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Newspaper Editors Approve Secretary Hull’s Protest Note to J apan 


Secretary of State Cordell Hull's note of protest to the Japanese government 
against closing the “Open Door” in China has attracted favorable editorial comment 
in newspapers throughout the nation. Below are quoted excerpts from editorials 
appearing in American papers, indicating the views held by the nation’s editors, 


The Baltimore, Md., Sun, writes: “What then is the purpose of the American 
note? Nobody believes it likely, in the present state of affairs, that this country 
alone would resort to arms to reestablish the reign of law in China, no matter how 
great the American stake in the East. But Secretary Hull may count on two things. 


One is the benefit here, abroad and in the East, of keeping up to date the clear | 


and consistent record of American protests against aggression and repudiation of 
international obligations. The other is the possibility that the note will have some 
repercussions within Japan. Nippon’s internal situation is not clear, but there is no 
doubt the nation is war weary—dispatches of a few days ago related that even 
the capture of Hankow failed to arouse popular enthusiasm. It is at least possible 
that the American protest will strengthen the case of whatever moderate and con 
ciliatory groups remain politically active in the island empire.” 


The Philadelphia, Pa., Ledger, comments, “The Japanese, though they denied it, 
invaded China for the very purpose of closing the ‘open door’ and of reaping the 
advantages that would thereby ensue. Convinced that neither the United States or 
Great Britain will fight, they see no reason why they should grant concessions. 
Knowing the Japanese attitude in such matters, the Washington authorities could 
be presumed to have some measures in view if and when an unsatisfactory reply 
is received—or no reply at all. It has been intimated that some trade restrictions 
might bé applied against Japan. Or can it be that Seeretary of State Hull is 
merely shooting his arrows into the air to keep the record straight?’ 


The Indianapolis, Ind., Vimes, declares, “Japan knows she is violating solemn 
pledges, but doesn’t care. She knows she wants the 450,000,000 people of China for 
her own exclusive customers, and thinks she can get away with it. So let the protests 
fly. 

“What Japan is doing in Asia rivals what Germany is doing in Kurope. Principle 
and decency have been thrown to the winds by the outlaw states, and force is the

only thing that counts. Germany, Japan and the other dictator states are out to 
take what they can, and the weak are simply out of luck. The moral is that any 
nation that expects to hold its own and survive must be strong.” 

“It is strongly suspected, though not admitted in diplomatic circles,” says the 
Tulsa, Okla., World, “that Japan and Great Britain are working together and playing 
the United States as a chief victim. Great Britain shows suspicious equanimity 
under Japanese assaults. The agreement may be tacit, but it is working out in thi 
oppression of American businessmen and the shutting out, under various pretext 
of American goods. Japan has not yet replied to the United States’ note. The 
extreme seriousness of the oconomie war was something of a diplomatic secret until 
two weeks or more after the note had been delivered. However, thre isn’t diplomacy 
enough in the world to hide the fact that Japan is on a world-conquering mission, not 
mainly by arms but by intrigue and conscript labor.” 


The Tampa, Fla., 7'imes, writes, “It is therefore time for a showdown. The answer 
of the Japs may be nothing more than a polite Oriental ‘so what,’ and this country 
is hardly likely to go to war about it. But there are other effective ways of dealing 
with Japan. Two can play the game of trade restrictions through quotas and tariffs 
and the manufacturers of the Island Kingdom may find themselves hurt far worse 
in the end than those American competitors they are trying to exclude through 
the cunning schemes of their government officials. As perhaps Japan’s best foreign 
customer, the United States is not going to take it lying down.” 


The Chicago, Ill., News, says, “So, whatever answer Japan makes to the note, 
it will be well for us to consider what measures of retaliation we can appropriately 
take in self-defense. There would be nothing to prevent us from adopting legislation 
which would limit the commercial privileges of Japanese national in American terri 
tory to correspond with whatever privileges are extended to Amercans in Japanese 
territory. And the President can, of course, always declare an embargo of arms and 
war materials upon Japan and China, the belligerents in the Far Eastern war. Now 
that Japan has seized all of China’s ports, this could not hurt China much, It might 
hurt Japan a good deal.”

Memorial to Service Nurses 


Outlining the difficulties and triumps of 
military nursing since the days of Flor- 
ence Nightingale, Maj. Gen. C. R. Rey- 
nolds, the Surgeon General of the Army 
this week made the principal address at 
the unveiling at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery of the joint memorial to members of 
the Nurse Corps of the Army and the 
Nurse Corps of the Navy. The memorial, 
a statute of a uniformed nurse, was ex- 
ecuted by Miss Frances Rich. 

The unveiling was held on Tuesday, 
with Maj. Julia Stimson, USA-Ret., 
former Superintendent of the Army 
Nurse Corps, making the presentation 
and Rear Admiral Perceval S. Rossiter, 
the Surgeon General of the Navy, making 
the acceptance speech. Nurses represent- 
ing each Corps assisted in the unveiling 
of the statute. 

Col, William R. Arnold, Chief of Chap- 
lains, USA, gave the invocation, follow- 
ing introductory remarks by Miss J. Beat- 
rice Bowman, Superintendent, Navy 
Nurse Corps, Ret. Capt. Robert D. Work 
man, Chief of Chaplains of the Navy, 
pronounced the benediction, The Marine 
band furnished music for the occasion. 

After introductory remarks by Miss 
Beatrice Bowman, Superintendent of the 
Navy Nurse Corps, retired, General Rey- 
nolds spoke as follows: 

Here in Arlington rest 70 Army nurses and 
11 Navy nurses, all standard bearers of an 
ideal, and many were charter members in the 
development of modern military nursing in 
America. This monument has been erected by 
their comrades and is to be unveiled today 
not as a memorial to nursing as a profession 
but in deep respect and loving memory of 
those who served and have passed on. 

Like other advances in the cause of human 
welfare, military nursing centers upon a char 
acter which has become an idol or ideal. 
Nursing has its Florence Nightingale, one of 
the most revered characters in history, known 
to all for her services to the sick and wounded 
during the Crimean War in 1854. That service 
alone has tired the imagination of young wo 
men everywhere and stimulated in millions 
the desire to alleviate suffering in peace and 
war. Ilere she organized a nursing service 
that was largely responsible for the reduce 
tion of mortality in British hospitals from a 
rate ranging from 40% to 609% during the 
first seven months to a rate of litthe more 
than 2%. Coming before the advent of mod 
ern medicine, we must concede the part that 
nursing played in this great salvage of human 
beings. Preventive medicine had little to do 
with these results; there were no vaccines ex 
cept for smallpox in those days and as the 
real cuuse of epidemic disease was then un 
known rational measures of prevention were 
impossible, It was the work of women who 
applied the common sense practices of nurs 
ing. Had her life been sacrificed in that war, 
Florence Nightingale’s example would have 
lived on as one of the great inspirations of 
all time. But her war service was only the 
beginning. Her later work in elevating the 
standards of nursing in England, in providing 
schools for nurses, in improving the health 
conditions of the British Army, and in plan 
hing sanitation in India ranks with the great 
est achievements in furthering the purposes 
of medicine. 

The origin of the Red Cross is usually as- 
cribed to Henri Dunant’s “Souvenir of Sol- 
ferino,” published in 1862, which described the 
horrors of that battle in Lombardy, Italy, 
in 1850, and called for the establishment in 
various countries of voluntary aid societies to 
render service to the sick and wounded of 
armies without regard to nationality. The 
next yeur, 1863, saw the birth of the Red 
Cross and the Geneva Convention was held in 
1864. Florence Nightingale’s service with the 
British Army in the Crimea antedates these 
important events by nearly ten years. Listen 
to the words of Dunant, who said: “It is to

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General Pershing Urges Modern Army 


General John J. Pershing, General of 
the Armies of the United States, issued 
the following statement on Armistice 
Day: 

“The Armistice 20 years ago ended the 
ereatest war in history. We in American 
are proud of the record of our armies in 
that terrific struggle, and we cherish the 
memories that they were the decisive 
factor in the defeat of the common 
enemy. 

“The lessons of the war. with all its ap- 
palling loss of human life and its cost 
and its threat to the very existence of 
our civilization, stand out plainly before 
us. We are confronted by the fact that 
the situation in the world today is as 
menacing as at any critical time in his 
tory. It is something for our serious con- 
sideration. It demands immediate and 
Vigorous action on our part lest there be 


an English woman that all honor of the con 
vention of Geneva is due. What inspired me 
to go to Italy during the War of 1859 was the 
work of Miss Florence Nightingale in the 
Crimea.” That tells the part played by wo 
men in creating the greatest organization in 
the world for the relief of human distress 

The development of nursing in our own 
military establishment has proceeded in 
terruptedly, as is true of all great develop 
ments, Nurses were employed by the Army 
and Navy during the Spanish American War. 
IIuman progress seems to proceed mostly 
through our errors. War, the most degraded 
act of civilized man, has been incidentally the 
enuse of great national progress, The Spanish 
American War is one of the best examples for 
it opened the eyes of our people to the neces 
sity for a system of national defense, among 
which is an adequate medical service. Our 
experience in that short war brought about 
the establishment of the Army Nurse Corps 
by Act of Congress in 1901. The Navy Nurse 
Corps was established in 1908, 

At the beginning of the World War there 
were about 400 Regular Army nurses; at the 
time of the Armistice over 20,000 were in ac 
tive service, The Navy Nurse Corps was ex 
panded from 160 to nearly 1,500, These nurses 
served at home and abroad, in hospitals, dis 
pensaries, on hospital ships, and troop trans 
ports, Over 10,000 served with the American 
Expeditionary Force in France, many of them 
with surgical and evacuation hospitals in the 
Zone of Combat. If there were any lingering 
doubt as to the need for women nurses in war, 
it was dispelled by the herole work of these 
women in 1917 and 1918. Three received the 
Distinguished Service Cross, 24 the Dis 
tinguished Service Medal, 28 the French Croix 
de Guerre, 69 the British Royal Red Cross, 
and 2 the British Military Medal. Many others 
were cited for heroic conduct and valor in 
American Army Orders and a number were 
mentioned in British Army dispatches. 

Today the Army and Navy Nurse Corps are 
recognized as essential in our medical service. 
Nurses now have a dignified military status 
with rights, privileges, and emoluments, in 
eluding retirement privileges, that tend to 
make military nursing a career, 

The era of women's participation in all 
affairs of vital interest to society is at hand. 
Their activity is no longer limited to the 
contines of the home. Their rapidly increas 
ing interest in political, economic, and es 
pecially welfare activities means very cer 
tainly that they will not stop when the great 
est of all national emergencies arises, 

The Red Cross is the medium by which 
women can express and give effect to their 
desire for service, not only in disaster relief 
but in the military establishment, Its nursing 
service is depended upon and is prepared to 
furnish trained nurses required by the Army, 
Navy, Public Health Service, Veterans Admin 
istration, and other Federal services in time 
of need. Among the first activities of the Red 
Cross was that of nursing. The Army and 
Navy nurses, therefore, have blazed the trail 
that is broadening into a wide avenue of ser 
vice which women will assume in time of war. 

In three days this nation will pay tribute 
to him who lies nearby “in immortal glory, 
known but to God.” Right here are they who 
brought comfort in great tribulation. They 
too rest in immortal glory, known to God 
for their works and to their comrades for their 
devotion to an ideal which is now our trust. 

May this beautiful statue of a uniformed 
nurse, standing as a sentry over this valley 
of the dead, reffect the pride and affection 
of their comrades.

Douglas Haig, of the British army. Gen 
eral Pershing, in making the presenta- 
tions, said that the medals were being 
presented as an expression of the admira- 
tion of the American people and a token 
of their gratitude for the great services 
rendered the American Army. 


During the week preceding the Armis- 
tice, the Americans of Liggett’s Ist Army 
had renched the Meuse at Sedan, the 
British had broken through at Valencien- 
nes, and the French had overcome the 
last German defenses between the Oise 
and the Aisne. The daring policy of Foch, 
to stake his full offensive power in an 
attempt to finish the enemy before the 
winter shut down was plainly approach- 
ing success, It remained to press home 
the advantage won. 


The first official announcement by 
resident Wilson from the White House 
read as follows, “The armistice was 
signed this morning. Everything for 
which America fought has been accom- 
plished. It will now be our fortunate 
duty to assist by example, by sober, 
friendly council and by material aid in 
the establishment of just democracy 
throughout the world.” 


Brig. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, USA, 
has been awarded a bronze oak leaf to be 
worn with the Distinguished Service 
Cross awarded him on March 25, 1018, 
As brigade commander, General Mac 
Arthur personally led his men and by the 
skillful maneuvering of his command 
made possible the capture of several stra- 
tegic hills.

Finance Department Regulation 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
35-7100, (Finance Department—claims of 
military personnel for private property 
lost, damaged or destroyed in the military 
service), the War Department announced 
this week that paragraph 2b (2) (f) of 
those regulations have been changed to 
read as follows: 

(f) When private property has been lost, 
damaged, or destroyed ina movement in which 
transportation by a common carrier for ull 
or any portion of the journey is involved, un- 
less the evidence clearly establishes that the 
loss, damage, or destruction occurred when 
the property was not in the custody of the 
common carrier, the claimant will personally 
make demand in writing upon the last com 
mon carrier handling the shipment of personal 
effects within nine months following the date 
of delivery of snid shipment and will retain 
copies of such demand for presentation with 
his claim against the United States, together 
with replies thereto, if any. In the event of 
failure of the common carrier to reply to the 
claimant's demand within thirty days, it will 
be presumed as a matter of fact that the said 
common carrier denies liability, provided the 
claimant executes and submits with his claim 
against the United States a statement in sub 
stantially the following form:

Com- 
paritive scores and comparitive statistics 
are generally considered in the service as 
a poor medium in evaluating the per- 
formance of the two teams, for when the 
Army and the Navy meet it is traditional 
that they both “shoot the works,” upset- 
ting predictions and “dope experts.” 

In comparing the performances of the 
Army and the Navy against Notre Dame 
it must be remembered that the South 
Bend eleven was not extended to win 
either game, and did not attempt to run 
up the scores on the service elevens, The 
Army which played Notre Dame Oct. 29 
and lost by a score of 19-7, registered a 
strong offensive drive to score in the first 
three minutes of play. However, follow- 
ing the initial drive, the Army offense 
bogged down, never to threaten seriously 
again. The last half of the game was 
played in Army territory. The Navy, at 
Baltimore last Saturday, met a Notre 
Dame team playing under wraps. Notre 
Dame opened up only once, then to score 
a touchdown in an 80-yard march that 
involved only seven plays. The Navy seri- 
ously threatened on several occasions dur- 
ing the first two periods, but each time 
failed to provide a scoring punch. The 
final score was Notre Dame 15, Navy 0. 

The Navy, throwing 32 forward passes, 
of which 8 were completed, indicated that 
it is probably more pass conscious than 
the Army, which threw only 13 forwards, 
completing 6. Game statistics favor the 
Navy over the Army on the basis of per- 
formance against the Irish. The factor 
of the Navy's failure to score may indi- 
cate an inferiority to the Army, which 
drove 73 yards to tally. The average of 
passes completed favors the Army, which 
batted .461 compared to the Navy's aver- 
age of .250. 

Based on the yards: gained by running 
plays, the Navy has a decided superiority 
to the Army, while the figures also show 
that Notre Dame made more yardage 
through the Army line than through the 
Navy forwards. In the kicking depart- 
ment the Navy and the Army produced 


very close averages from the line of 
xrimmage. The Navy tallied 13 first 
downs to Notre Dame's 7, and these 


figures seem to imply that the Navy has 
a strong running attack but lacks scor- 
ing punch. Both contests were marked by 
hard play, stiff blocking and = good 
tackling.

Colonel Dunham says in his preface to 
the new edition, “and, as nearly as prac- 
ticable, brought up to date. Subject mat- 
ter dealing with the numerous advances 
that have been made in the practice of 
preventive medicine since the publication 
of the second edition (1931) has been in- 
cluded in the third edition, and obsolete 
material has been deleted. In order to 
cdarify the text, a number of new illus- 
trations have been added.” 

The book, which comprises more than 
1,200 pages and 331 illustrations, goes 
most thoroughly into this subject so im- 
portant to the service and to which the 
military service has contributed so much 
knowledge. Colonel Dunham is emi- 
nently qualified for the task, being direc- 
tor of the Department of Preventive 
Medicine at the Army Medical School and 
Director of Laboratories at the Medical 
Department Professional Service Schools. 
He earned his degree of M.D. at the Uni- 
versity of Oregon in 1914. After entering 
the Army he was graduated from Johns 
Hopkins University in 1921 with the de- 
gree of Dr. P. IL., and in 1922 was an honor 
graduate of the London School of Trop- 
ical Medicine. 

“The object sought,” the author states, 
“is to provide Medical Department offi- 
cers with a source of information which 
will assist them to determine by inspec- 
tions and studies the effect of existing 
conditions on health and to formulate and 
supervise the application of measures 
which will protect and promote the 
health of troops. With this objective in 
view, special attention has been given to 
those epidemiological factors which are 
directly concerned in the control of com- 
municable diseases among troops, and to 
environmental conditions which influence 
or facilitate the spread of disease. The 
epidemiology of communicable diseases is 
considered chiefly with regard to the ap- 
plication of practical control measures. 
Water purification, food control, waste 
disposal, insect control and housing pro- 
cedures are discussed from the viewpoint 
of the inspector who must make recom- 
mendations for the correction of defects 
and deficiencies.” 

The author gives special acknowledge- 
ment to the following for their help and 
suggestions in the preparation of the 
Third Edition: Lt. Col. W. A. Harden- 
bergh, Sanitary Corps Reserve; Lt. Col.

IT IS UNFORTUNATE THAT THERE should be differences in the Interdepart- 
mental Pay Board respecting proposed schedules of pay for the Army and the Navy and 
Marine Corps and the Coast Guard. In official and congressional circles there exists a 
desire to provide more adequate pay for the Services. The President has intimated 
that he is disposed to such action, and the Chairmen of responsible Committees, notably 
Senator Sheppard, of the Senate Military Committee, and Senator Walsh, of the Senate 
Naval Committee, have indicated a like view. A strong sentiment among House mem- 
bers also is pressing for the needed relief. This satisfactory situation justifies the in- 
quiry instituted by the Interdepartmental Pay Board, and also the expectation that the 
Board would reach an agreement covering proper and practical increases in commis- 
sloned and enlisted pay. But that expectation, according to our information, is not in 


process of realization. The Board is divided, and separate reports are forecast by the 
Army Representatives and by the Navy and Coast Guard Representatives. Apparently 
these representatives believe that each Service should have its own particular pay law. 
We sincerely hope further consideration of the matter will cause a change in this point 
of view, and an agreement upon recommendations which will be applicable to all Ser- 
vices alike. Experience has shown that if the Services fight among themselves, Con- 
gress will take the easy course of refraining from any action at all. Members of that 
body can say to their constituents that they would be willing to authorize proper pay, 
but the Army is insisting upon its own schedules, and the Navy and Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard are doing likewise, and that if separate laws should be enacted there 
would be feeling created damaging to those cordial relations which an efficient National 
Defense requires. Familiar as we are with Congressional ducking, it is our view that 
the Interdepartmental Board should examine with care its differences and compose 
them ; and the Services should insist that this be done. With pay reform in prospect, 
the stubbornness of representatives of the Services ought not to be permitted to stand 
in the way of its realization. Unity alone can get this much needed legislation. Let’s 
have it! 


WITH THE PASSING OF ANOTHER ARMISTICE DAY ANNIVERSARY, we 
are reminded again of the tremendous influence which Sea Power played in bringing 
about the defeat of the Central Powers twenty years ago. That silent force, represented 
by the British Fleet and the French Navy, slowly by inexorably, tightened the strangle- 
hold upon the enemy nations, and when the United States entered into the War its 
Naval contribution importantly increased that pressure, With Admiral Sims cooperat- 
ing with the London Admiralty, Admiral Wilson in command at Brest, Admiral Rod- 
man and his fine battleships a part of the British Fleet, Admiral Mayo in command of 
the American home Fleet, there was machinelike operation of all of our forces, and effi- 
cient cooperation and coordination with the sea aims of the Governments with which 
we were associated. The hunt for submarines in the Atlantic and the Mediterranean in 
which our destroyers and subchasers engaged so assiduously and with such notable 
success, the protection of convoys that carried more than 2,000,000 soldiers and the 
millions and millions of tons they needed for their supply, the independent activities of 
selected vessels, the effective service of the Navy with General Pershing’s troops as 
they battered at the German lines, and the magnificent way in which the Rodman 
squadron fitted into the British Fleet—these are but the high lights of the superb role 
our Navy played in the Armageddon of two decades ago. Now that we have the per- 
spective of time, we are able to evaluate the Navy’s accomplishments in that struggle of 
hosts; and that evaluation establishes that the officers and men led by Sims, by Wilson, 
by Mayo and by Rodman were worthy, worthy of the great traditions which their 
predecessors handed to them to safeguard and ornament. 


NORWICH UNIVERSITY, VERMONT, has taken a leading place in promoting 
the art of Aeronautics, as a result of the endowment by Dr. Godfrey Lowell Cabot, of 
Boston, of a Professorship of Air Traffic Regulations and Air Transportation, named 
after his son, James Jackson Cabot, who was an officer of the U. 8S. Flying Service 
during the World War. Lectures delivered at the University by Edward P. Warner, 
former Assistant Secretary for Air of the Navy, and John Jay Ide, representative in 
Europe of the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, contain a wealth of in- 


formation especially useful to the Aviators of the Army and the Navy. Mr. Warner 
has written fascinatingly the early history of air transportation, and, expert as he is, 
has discussed learnedly technical development and its effect on air transportation. 
Mr. Ide has given a thorough report on international aeronautic organizations and the 
control of air navigation. We commend these lectures to Army and Navy pilots and 
technicians, and congratulate President Adams upon the establishment of a course 
through the generous endowment of Dr. Cabot, which will be helpful to the students 
and contribute greatly to man’s knowledge of the problems of flight.

Although situated several hundred 
miles inland, Spokane has just concluded 
its Fifth Annual Navy Day celebration 
under the auspices of the Naval and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve Officers Association, 
Lt. Ray Budwin, USNR, Chairman. 

The Spokane Naval and Marine Re- 
serve Officers had as their honor guests, 
Rear Adm.

The schedule of activities consisted of

Renew Canadian Travel 
Agreement 

The year to year agreement between 
the United States and Canada authoriz- 
ing our military personnel to travel 
through Canadian territory, under cer- 
tain conditions, have been extended for 
another year, and changes made accord- 
ing in AR 30-905. 

Paragraph 7-B(1) of AR 30-905 which 
permits individual members of the mili- 








tary establishment to pass through Ca- 
nadian territory between Buffalo to De- 
troit providing the conductor certifies 
they wiil not leave the train enroute has 
accordingly been extended for another 
year. 





Giving Reserves Responsibilities 

Commenting on his experience in train- 
ing reserves during summer cruises, Capt. 
Rk. R. M. Emmet, USN, commanding the 
Texas, in excerpts from his report to the 
Bureau of Navigation made public this 
week, said that he has reached the con- 
clusion that “the benefit the Reserve per- 
sonnel derives from their cruises is di- 
rectly in proportion to the responsibility 
the commanding officer of the cruising 
ship allows them to assume.” 

Captain Emmet further states: 

“The Commanding Officer decided that the 
Reserve personnel should work the ship in 
all departments, so far as it was possible to 
do so, They were therefore intimately incor- 
porated as a part of the departments and 
divisions of the ship. * * * 

“The ship’s regular deck officers went off 
watch as the ship cleared the Capes of the 
Delaware the evening of September 10, and did 
not come on again, except for a few hours, 
while the hurricane which devastated New 
England was passing, till the midwatch of 
the Fourteenth day. The ship's regular engi- 
neer officers stood a supervisory watch till 
it was demonstrated that particular Reserve 
engineer officers were qualified to carry on 
alone. All Reserve engineer officers qualified 
to stand watch alone, and did stand watch 
alone, except one officer on his first cruise, 
The ship’s regular deck ratings stood no regu- 
lar watches, except as instructors in signals 
and radio during the cruise. All sea details 
were furnished by reserves from the various 
deck divisions. The ship’s regular engineer 
ratings stood a skeleton watch throughout 
the cruise. The Reserve personnel substan- 
tially did all the actual operation and regula- 
tion of the engines, boilers and auxiliary ma- 
chinery. Engineer ratings were assigned to 
and kept on one particular detail (throttle- 
man, burner man, evaporators, circulators, 
feed pumps, ete.) throughout the cruise, in 
order that they might thoroughly master the 
duties of one important station. The results 
of the above plan were excellent, both as re- 
gards officers and enlisted men. The Reserve 
personnel, when actually given responsible 
duties to perform, shouldered the responsibil- 
ity, and in the vast majority of cases visibly 
grew in confidence and efficiency as the cruise 
progressed. 

“The Commanding Officer, after making six 
Reserve Cruises (five in 1931 in TAYLOR and 
one in 1938 in TEXAS), has reached the con- 
clusion that the benefit the Reserve person- 
nel derive from their cruises is directly in pro- 
portion to the responsibility the Commanding 
Officer of the cruising ship allows them to as- 
sume. Standing a watch alone, on your own 
responsibility, is a very different matter from 
standing a watch with a regular officer over 
you, even if the regular officer is designated 
as a supervisor, 

“The Commanding Officer realizes that this 
is a difficult and delicate matter for the 
Bureau to issue rigid instructions about. He, 
himself, has found no difficulty in assuming 
the responsibility of turning his ship over 
to reasonably experienced Reserve officers 
day or night. It is recommended that the 
Bureau urge the commanding officers of ships 
cruising the Naval Reserve to allow as many 
Reserve officers as circumstances permit to 
stand watch, both on deck and in the engine- 
room, without supervision from a _ regular 
watch officer, Such procedure will arouse in- 
terest, build up confidence and develop effi- 
ciency in a way no amount of supervised 
watches can do. A reserve officer of experi- 
ence, who has made a number of cruises in 
destroyers, states that in his opinion the 
benefit a Reserve division got out of a de- 
stroyer cruise depended on how experienced 
her captain was. Inexperienced captains in- 
variably reduced the Reserve personnel to the 
role of spectators. Experienced, confident cap- 
tains actually allowed them to work the ship 
with a minimum of supervision. This has been 
the Commanding Officer's observation too. 

“The Naval Reserve personnel cruised by 
the TEXAS, both officers and enlisted men, 
made an excellent impression on the Com- 
manding Officer. They were intelligent, en- 
ergetic and enthusiastically eager to get every 
possible benefit out of their brief stay on 
board. Their discipline, respect for and sub- 
ordination to Authority was excellent. The 
Commanding Officer would be pleased to have 
his ship brought up to war complement from 
the ranks and ratings available in the * * ° 
and * * Battalions.”

PWA Funds for Nat. Guard 
Armory 


Included in the list of 521 non-Federal 
PWA projects announced this week was 
one item for construction of alterations 
to an armory building at Louisville, Ky. 
The PWA granted $38,630 toward an es- 
timated cost of $85,845 for the Louisville 
armory improvement. 

Present plans for the Louisville proj 
ect provide for the making of general 
alterations to an existing building, con- 
sisting of the removal of walls and floor 
Slabs to form a large meeting room, the 
installation of new trusses and columns, 
and a general rehabilitation, consisting 
of new floors, painting, alterations to ex- 
isting rooms, new rooms, ceiling in the 
main auditorium, and the rearranging of 
heating, lighting and plumbing in connec- 
tion therewith. “The present facilities,” 
it was announced, “are inadequate and 


these improvements are needed to meet 
the requirements of the applicant.” 


Naval Reserve Report 


Taking up the question of Naval Re- 
serve Armories, the report of the Naval 
Reserve Inspection Board stated: 

The Board considers that the suitability of 
Naval Reserve armories is rather a question 
of design than of size. While space for in- 
fantry drill for the entire unit at the same 
time is desirable, it is by no means as neces- 
sary as adequate classroom or locker room 
space, Simplicity and ease of economical up- 
keep are advantages which tend to free the 
mind and energy of the Commanding Officer 
from armory affairs to the benefit and in- 
creased efficiency of his unit. Next to the re- 
cently constructed Federal armories at Bos- 
ton and Atlanta, the Board considers that 
the armories at Whitestone Landing and 
Camden are examples of those most suited 
to the purpose. The Board recommends that 
the armories at Milwaukee and Omaha be 
immediately replaced as being entirely un 
suitable. It farther recommends that the 
Peoria, St. Paul, Seattle, Portland, Me., Han- 
cock, Green Bay, Fall River, Madison, Gar 
field, Worcester, Hartford, Bridgeport, and 
Cincinnati armories be replaced in the order 
named at the first opportunity, and that a 
larger vessel be provided for the East River 
Battalion. The Board further recommends 
that, where naval funds are not available, the 
Navy Department encourage local organiza- 
tions to take advantage of W. P. A. money to 
build the above armories. 

Reviewing the board’s report in re- 
spect to armories, Admiral Richardson 
said that the Navy would not request 
funds for building or modernizing armo- 
ries, but that he would bring to the atten- 
tion of the Commandants of the various 
districts the possibility of obtaining WPA 
funds, under local sponsorship, for such 
construction. 

Under the heading of general comment, 
the board observed: 

A policy has recently been adopted of as 
signing a Captain of the line of the regular 
Navy, or other suitable officer, as Director of 
Naval Reserves in each District. The Board 
believes that this will tend toward the direct 
improvement of the Reserve and heartily be 
lieves in its continuation. 

This summer for the first time Reserves 
cruising on the Great Lakes will fire the same 
type target practice as those cruising at sea, 
In lieu of the modified 8S. R. P. which the 
Reserves have fired for many years, a more 
advanced practice at longer ranges has been 
prescribed, The Board considers that both 
these measures should increase interest in the 
cruise and benefit the Reserves in training 
and experience. 

Clese and amicable relations between the 
Fleet units and Naval Communication Re 
serve groups, with space assigned the latter 
in armories, are a source of satisfaction to 
the Board wherever found and should be fur 
thered by every means. The Board recom 
mends that the Commandants of those Dis 
tricts, where such relations do not prevail, 
undertake measures to improve the situation. 

Naval Reserve Cirenlar Letter No, 20-37 
authorized the enlistment of 1088 V-3 signal 
ratings. The Board notes that to date the 
procurement in this classification Ras been 
slight and recommends that: (1) Efforts be 
continued to enlist V-3 signalmen. (2) A study 
be made of any available means of making 
this important branch more attractive 

The Board feels that men of the caliber 
and qualification required for V-3 signalmen 
(who are to receive no pay and at the same 
time lack the incentive of such an absorbing 
hobby as radio) will require some additional 
inducement, such as the assurance of an an 
nual cruise, to bring them into the Reserve 
in a volunteer status. 

To this recommendation of the Inspec 
tion Board, Admiral Richardson said 
that the commandants of all Naval Dis 
tricts will be directed to foster close rela 
tions between the Naval Communication 
Reserve and other branches of the Naval 
Reserve. Where Communication Reserve 
units are now in cities where there is a 
Naval Reserve armory, said Admiral 
Richardson, the Commandants concerned 
will be directed to move the quarters for 
these units to Naval Reserve armories, 
wherever practicable, in order to better 
relations between the various branches 
of the Naval Reserve.

Federal Recognition to Brig. Gen, Rich- 
ard E. Mittelstaedt, of Sacramento, Calif., 
as commander of the 79th Infantry 
Brigade was announced this week by the 
War Department. 


General Mittelstaedt was born in San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., on April 28, 1884. He began his 
military career by enlisting as a private in 
Company G, Ist Cal. Inf., on March 16, 1903. 
He was commissioned as a 2nd Lt. in the same 
regiment on Aug. 11, 1905, and was promoted 
to Ist Lt. on Nov, 15, 1906, serving in that 
office until May 10, 1907. On April 28, 1908, 
he was appointed 2nd Lt. of Company M, 
Sth Cal. Inf., becoming Ist Lt. in the same 
company on Sept. 24, 1909. On Aug. 25, 1909, 
he was commissioned a Captain in the Coast 
Artillery, becoming a Major on June 25, 1915. 
He served at Ft. Barry, in command of the 
fort, from Aug. 5, 1917 until May 6, 1918, when 
he was assigned to the 67th CA, He served in 
France at the Officers’ Training Center at 
Angers until April 17, 1919, when he was trans- 
ferred to Tours to serve on the General Staff 
there as G-1, 


After the war he became a Lt. Col, CAC-Res., 
but on Aug. 14, 1920, he returned to his old 
regiment, the 5th Inf., as a Major. On Sept. 
11, 1920, he was transferred, as a Major, to the 
Ordnance and became the Ordnance Officer of 
Cal. On Feb. 4, 1920, he returned to the CAC 
as a Major and has served with that branch 
up until the present time, being promoted to 
Lt. Col. on Aug. 3, 1921 and Colonel on Novy. 
0, 1921. 


General Mittelstaedt is married but has no 
children, He has attended the course for Na 
tional Guard officers at Ft. Monroe (1918) and 
the G-1 course at the AWC in 1925, 


Promotion of Reserve Officers 


The War Department has announced 
that the letter of May 23, 1938, concern- 
ing the requirements for promotion of 
Ord.-Res., officers assigned to GHQ Air 
Force has been rescinded, CWS-Res., and 
Ord,-Res., officers assigned to G HQ Air 
Force will be considered as within the 
classification of “service with troops.” 

As these officers may be relieved at any 
time from assignment to GHQ Air Force 
and assigned to other duties the basic re- 
quirements as now set forth in AR 140-26 
and AR 140-36, covering the promotion of 
these officers, will govern, Such special 
instructions as may be required to fit 
these officers for service with the GHQ 
Air Force may properly be included in 
the schedule of instructions at troop 
schools and while undergoing active duty 
training but will not be made a require- 
ment for promotion, 








Naval Reserve Selection Boards 


The Navy Department announced this 
week that the Bureau of Navigation con-

| about December 15, 1938. 
The records of all officers of the grade 
of commander and of all officers of the 
grade of lieutenant commander with more 
than five years’ service in grade as of 
June 30, 1938, may be considered by the 
Boards. 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The official and unofficial statements emanating from Tokyo are 
making it abundantly clear that Japan proposes to be the master of eastern Asia. 
She will not be bound by the pledges contained in what she regards as the antiquated 
Nine Power Treaty, and she will retaliate if the United States applies economic 
sanctions to her. She has announced the continued pursuit of Kiang-Sai-Chek 
and his forces, and apparently realizes that until they are destroyed she cannot 
hope for the control of China which is her aim, She is talking of establishing 
governments in the conquered territories, which will cooperate with her and Man- 
chuquo, and is creating financial and industrial companies to exploit them. Re- 
ceiving with politeness the protests of the United States, and deferring an answer, 
it is nevertheless known that she will insist upon measures which, while not 
violative of the spirit of the principles of the integrity of China and the open door 
therein, will destroy their substance. Concerned by the need of conciliating the 
Dictators of Germany and Italy, Great Britain and France are leaving to the United 
States the brunt of handling the Nine Power Treaty in the Far East. In reserve, the 
several Powers are withholding appeal to the Four Power Treaty, which will per- 
mit discussion of any change in the status of the Pacific. With the eyes of the 
United States turned toward the Far East, Hitler is pressing his claim for the 
restoration of the colonies which Germany lost as a result of the World War. He is 
threatening that if the colonies be not returned by negotiation, he will take other 
measures, and is twitting Great Britain for failure to suppress the rebellion in 
Palestine. Discounting disarmament discussion, he is arguing that had Germany 
remained unarmed, negotiations which have brought an increase in the strength of 
the country, would have gone on forever, and he added significantly that the 
German is either the first soldier, or he is none at all. At the moment that he was 
reiterating his threats, Under Secretary of State Welles, with presidential sanction, 
was serving notice on the world that the United States not only is taking steps to 
keep any aggressor from our shores, but also is prepared to uphold the Monroe 
Doctrine. This is the text of his statement in this connection: “As a nation we will 
assure ourselves that we are in a position to defend ourselves from all aggressions 
from whatever source it may arise, and to be prepared to join with our fellow 
democracies in the New World in preserving the Western Hemisphere safe from 
any threat or attacks.” The address was preliminary to the Pan-American con- 
ference to be held in Lima, Peru, next month, which Secretary Hull is preparing to 
attend. In an attempt to solve the Palestine problem, the British Government has 
announced its abandonment of the plan for the partition of the territory, and has 
called a conference of Jewish and Arab leaders in the hope that from it will emerge 
a solution that will establish peace. Because of the interest of the United States 
in this situation, we will follow with care the developments at the proposed con- 


ference. 











Far Eastern Military Situation—The activities of the Japanese forces in the 
Hankow-Wuchang area have indicated that a definite offensive is underway toward the 
southwest. The initial objective is evidently the capture of Yochow, situated on the 
Wuchang-Canton Railroad by Tung Ting Lake. The offensive, if continued beyond 
Yochow, would probably be directed toward Changsha, and Chuchow, the intersection 
of the Wuchang-Canton Railroad with the Chuchow-Hangchow Railroad. 

Three columns are engaged in this offensive, each having proceeded about 75 miles 
beyond the environs of Hankow and Wuchang. One is north of the Yangtze River, one 
south of the river, operating along the railroad, and one about 20 miles south of the 
railroad, The heads of these columns are now only about 25 miles from Yochow. 

A second possible offensive may have been started from the Kiukiang area along 
the west shores of Lake Poyang toward Nanchang. An advance of about 5 miles 
directly south has been made. 

In Shansi Province, increased activities in the Japanese area north of the Yellow 
River may indicate an attempt to cross the river and advance on Sian. No territorial 
gains have been made. 

The Japanese forces have made a slight advance along the Canton-Wuchang 
Railroad near Canton of about 10 miles. Press dispatches report renewed Chinese 
activities near Samshui, on the north bank of the West River, some 30 miles from 
Canton. A counter offensive by the Chinese from this area toward Canton may possibly 


be indicated. 


Visit of Britain’s Royalty Likely to Keep Services Busy—The announced visit of 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth to this country next Summer presages a busy 
season for the Armed services which doubtless will be drawn upon heavily to aid in 
the protection of the royal visitors as well as to add to the color and formality of our 
welcome to them, Should the King and Queen make the crossing to Canada in the 
battle cruiser Hood, as dispatches indicate they may, it is quite likely that a portion 
of our newly organized Atlantic Squadron will be designated to meet the British 
vessel far at sea and escort it to this side of the Atlantic.. Also at whatever point the 
Royal party crosses the Canadian border into the United States they will be met 
by a party which will include ample American troops with saluting artillery. Troops, 
too, will probably ride with their train to add to the heavy guard assigned to protect 
them. 


Coast and Geodetic Survey—Lt. Comdr. William D. Patterson of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey has been making special building and ground vibration observations 
for the Navy Department in California. The purpose is to find out as much as possible 
about the factors necessary to be taken into account in connection with earthquake 
proof construction, it being assumed that naval structures should be exempt from 
liability to loss by earthquake during a possible war. It is desirable to know what 
part the natural vibration characteristics of existing building play in their ability 
or inability to resist successfully strong earthquake motions. 

The program involves also determination of ground periods. This is done by 
means of a shaking machine weighing 500 pounds and based on the eccentric flywheel 
principle, and a high magnification vibration meter of the type designed by R. V. 
Labarre in collaboration with the Coast and Geodetic Survey personnel, 

It is well known that the greatest damage in San Francisco from an earthquake 
has always oe¢eurred on made land, but the theoretical vibration characteristics of 
such an area are unknown. Destruction depends to some extent on the natural period 
of a building or other structure, and is related therefore to resonance, or agreement 








between the period of the building and that of the earthquake wave. The earthquake 
waves are of many periods but certain ones predominate. If the ground has periods 
of its own, these will occur more frequently during the shock. Consequently, a knowl- 
edge of the natural ground periods may be of great importance in determining the 
ability of a building to withstand an earthquake. 


Elections and the Service Committees—So far as the personnel of the Service 
Congressional Committees are concerned, the elections produced remarkably few 
casualties. The three members of the Senate Military Committee up for reelection, 
Reynolds, of North Carolina, Thomas, of Utah, and Nye, of North Dakota, were 
successful. But one vacancy will exist on this committee when Congress shall re- 
assemble, that caused by the primary defeat of George L. Berry, of Tennessee, 
Seven members of the Senate Naval Committee were up for reelection, Tydings, of 
Maryland; McGill, of Kansas; Brown, of New Hampshire; Gillette, of Iowa; 
Bone, of Washington; Davis, of Pennsylvania, and Gibson, of Vermont. All were 
returned save McGill and Brown. Duffy, of Wisconsin, was defeated, which will 
create a vacancy on the Senate subcommittee on military appropriations in addi- 
tion to that caused by the primary retirement of McAdoo. Two new members must 
be added to the Senate naval appropriations committee to replace Senators Cope- 
land and Hitchcock. One member of the House Military Affairs Committee was 
defeated, Dorsey, of Pennsylvania, and two members of the Naval Committee, 
McGrath, of California, and Phillips, of Connecticut. All the members of the military 
and naval subcommittees of the House Appropriations Committee were reelected, 
Thus, the Committees will be substantially organized as in the past Congress, 
although there will be thirteen vacancies to fill as a result of the primaries and elec- 
tions. The Chairmen will be the same—Sheppard, Senate Military Committee; 
Walsh, Senate Naval Committee; May, House Military Committee, and Vinson, 
House Naval Committee. As a result of the increase in Republican representation in 
the two Houses, more members of that political party will be assigned to the Service 
Committees. 

The reelection of so many members of the Service Committees is accepted as 
establishing that the voters are in entire agreement with the action of their 
representatives in authorizing increases in the military and naval establishments. 
Had their been objection, it is certain their opponents would have made capital of it, 
and thus enabled their own success. However, it is apparent the people who knew of 
the size of the appropriations being made for the Services, are prepared to pay the 
taxes to meet them, and, moreover, are in full sympathy with the programs of 
expansion now in the making. It is clear that while the country is determined to 
remain neutral, in any foreign conflict, it is equally determined to have adequate 
forces with which to protect its neutrality. Therefore, the elections indicate that the 
Service Committees will be prepared to deal satisfactorily with the recommendations 
the President will submit in his forthcoming annual message, 


Engineer Officers on Boards—Col. Francis B. Wilby, CE, has been appointed a 
member of the Beach Erosion Board, vice Col. Edmund L. Daley, CE. Colonel Wilby 
also was appointed a member of the Shore Protection Board, vice Colonel Daley. 

Capt. Lucius DuB. Clay, CE, stationed at Denison, Tex., is, in addition to his 
other duties, assigned as a member of the Board of officers of the Corps of Engineers 
appointed to investigate and report upon such matters pertaining to the Red River, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Oklahoma and Texas, as may be referred to it by the Chief 
of Engineers. 

Maj. Philip G. Bruton, CE, has been appointed United States Representative on 
the Niagara Control Board for the purpose of obtaining closer cooperation between 
the United States and Canada in the matter of controlling the amount of water di- 
verted from the Niagara River for the generation of hydro-electric power, a member 
of the Special International Niagara Board for the purpose of preserving the scenic 
beauty of Niagara Falls, and also, appointed United States Member of the Board of 
Control to control the operation of the St. Lawrence River Power Company's work 
in the St. Lawrence River near Massena, New York, vice Col. Edwin H. Marks, CE, 
relieved. 


Command of Tactical School—Col. John H. Pirie, AC, who went to Montgomery, 
Ala., recently from March Field, Calif., has assumed command of Maxwell Field, 
Ala., and become Acting Commandant of the Air Corps Tactical School, replacing 
Col. Albert L. Sneed, Air Corps, who, scheduled to retire from active service on Dec. 
31, 1938, has returned to his home in the vicinity of San Francisco, Calif. 

As a token of their esteem, the officers at Maxwell Field presented Colonel Sneed 
with a golf bag when bidding him goodbye, Colonel Sneed had been among the most 
popular officials at Maxwell Field since his arrival there on July 14, 1937. 

Colonel Pirie, in addition to being Commanding Officer of Maxwell Field, is head 
of the important Air Corps Board, a group of ranking officers with authority to pro- 
mote and instigate research into aviation problems and to study developments in 
this field as they occur. 

While expressing regret over the retirement of Colonel Sneed, the Tactical School 
personnel joined in welcoming the return thereto of Maj. W. W. Welsh, following his 
recovery from an illness which confined him at the Army and Navy General Hospital, 
Hot Springs, Ark., for two months. Major Welsh will resume the duties of Adjutant 
of the Tactical School, with Lt. D. B. Schannep as assistant. 


Air Corps Activities—Class 38-C, Kelly Field, which graduated from the Air Corps 
Training Center Oct. 5, 1938, is believed to have established quite an enviable record 
in flying and maintenance. During the period from July 5 to Oct. 5, 1938, a total of 
26,781 aircraft hours was flown by airplanes at Kelly Field. The average hours flown 
per student was 111:43. The average number of airplanes on hand daily was 152, or 
a daily average in commission of 75.5%. The average number of hours flown per 
airplane in commission during the period was 179 :35. 

The 61st School Squadron, commanded by Capt. Elmer T. Rundquist, AC, led the 
Air Corps Advanced Flying School organizations in maintenance. During the three- 
month period, that organization maintained a daily average of 89% of their airplanes 
in commission. Considering the fact that these airplanes are obsolete, this record 
speaks well for the efficiency of this Squadron. 

Twenty-six Philippine Army officers from different stations throughout the 
Philippine Archipelago, who are now attending the Philippine Army Supply School 
in Manila, visited Nichols Field recently for the purpose of receiving practical and 
theoretical instruction in the U. S. Army Air Corps Supply System. 

The officers were escorted about the hangars and the several activities of the 
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station to afford them first-hand information as to the daily function of the 4th 
Composite Group, after which illustrated talks were delivered on the following sub- 
jects: “Kits and Sets in Maintenance of A. C. Equipment,” by 1st Lt. Tom W. Scott, 
AC; “A. C. Shops in Manufacture and Maintenance of Air Corps Supplies,” by Capt. 
F. A. Bacher, AC ; “Procurement, Preservation and Storage of Air Corps Supplies,” by 
Mr. G. D. Cline, Philippine Air Depot; “Storage and Maintenance of Photographic 
Supplies,” by Tech. Sgt. George H. Fisher; “Supply Procedure in the Air Corps 
Squadron,” by Sgt. Clayton Hall; “Movements of Supplies and their Interruption by 
Airplanes,” by Maj. Charles Backes, AC; “Emergency Landing Field Requirements,” 
by Capt. Alden R. Crawford, AC; “Airplanes for Supply Distribution,” by 1st Lt. 
F. E. Calhoun, AC; Ist Lt. Frederick E. Calhoun, who is Property and Supply Officer 
vf the Air Depot, coordinated the instruction in connection with the visit of the 
Philippine Army officers. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—One hundred and sixty-nine candidates were 
certified to the Naval Examining Board for the Supply Corps to take the examination 
for Acting Pay Clerk held on Sept. 20, 1938. The Board is now busily engaged in 
correcting the examination papers of the candidates and it is hoped that a report will 
be available for submission to the Judge Advocate General sometime in December. 

The Supply Corps Selection Board to select Captains and Commanders will prob- 
ably meet Jan. 16, 1939. In conformity with recently established policy, the person- 
nel of this Board will not be announced until just before the Board convenes. This 
procedure is deemed advisable so that members of the Board may not be addressed 
personally with recommendations in behalf of individuals on the eligible list. It is 
legally. provided that such recommendations which come within the scope of applic- 
ability will be received by the Board through official channels and considered as a part 
of the record. 

Capt. John N. Jordan has reported for duty in the Bureau as Officer-in-Charge of 
the Accounting Group as the relief of Capt. Frank Baldwin who is now serving as 
General Inspector of the Supply Corps, Atlantic Coast. Capt. Joseph PE. McDonald has 
reported for duty as Accounting Officer, Navy Yard, Washington, D. C., as the relief 
of Captain Jordon, 

Comdr. M. M. Smith, who has just returned from duty at Paris as Assistant 
Naval Attache and Disbursing Officer, has reported to the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts for duty in the Planning Division. 

Lt. J. W. Boundy, recently returned from duty on the Asiatic Station, has reported 
to the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts and has been assigned to the Stock Division. 
He will ultimately relieve Lt. F. L. Haerlin, jr., who is under orders to fit out the USS 
St. Louis and for duty on board, when commissioned, as Supply Officer. 

Two new billets for Supply Corps Officers have just been created—one as Supply 
and Disbursing Officer, Fleet Training Base, San Clemente Island, Calif., and the 
other as disbursing officer of the Miscellaneous Destroyers attached to Cruiser Divi- 
sion, Battle Force, now forming a part of the Atlantic Squadron. Lt. C. O. Hamrick 
has been ordered to the first mentioned billet and Ens. B. S. Beasley has been ordered 
to the latter. 

The Bureau has just recommended, at the request of the Superintendent, U. 8. 
Naval Academy, travel orders for Comdr. M. F. Talbot, now in the USS New York, 
to report to the Naval Academy Dec, 17, 1938 to lecture on Naval history before the 
Midshipmen. Commander Talbot has recently written a short thesis on the subject 
of “Principal Problems of Fleet Maintenance in the British Navy in Nelson’s Day” 
copies of which are available for those interested. 


Chaplains Examination—The Army has issued a call for young Catholic priests 
and Protestant ministers for appointment as chaplains in the grade of first lieutenant, 
Regular Army. Open to candidates from all over the nation, a qualifying examination 
will be held December 6 and 7 in Washington, D. C. 

Denominational vacancies to be filled restrict the forthcoming examination to 
duly accredited clergymen of the Reformed Church in America, the Roman Catholic 
Church, the Churches of Christ (not Disciples), and the Baptist, South. 

Only regularly ordained clergymen in good standing in one of these four religious 
denominations and who are American citizens between 23 and 34 years are eligible. 
They must be graduates of both a four-year college course and a three-year theological 
seminary course and be actively engaged in the ministry as the principal occupation 


in life, credited with three years’ experience. 

No application will be considered after December 1. Full information and appli- 
cation blanks will be furnished upon request to The Adjutant General, War Depart- 
ment, Washington, D. C. 


High Pressure Steam Installations—Following the initial furore created by reports 
that the assignment of Rear Adm. Harry L. Brinser, president of the Board of In- 
spection and Survey of the Navy Department and Capt. Joseph 8S. Evans, a member 
of the board, to other duty followed disagreement between Naval officials on the 
question of high pressure steam installations in lately constructed ships of the Navy, 
ranking Naval officials indicated that the differences of opinion are of long standing 
and that despite the unpleasant publicity, the Navy intends to continue with high 
pressure installations. 

The difficulty, say these officials, extends back almost to the beginning of the 
present building program. The Navy, faced with the problem of resuming an extensive 
building program after a long holiday, was without the benefit of complete and de- 
tailed performance data on late type construction. Foreign nations, who had taken 
advantage of America’s neglect of ship construction, had made tremendous strides 
in every department. After careful study, the Navy Department decided that aban- 
donment of the old low pressure steam installations in favor of high pressure installa- 
tions was the next logical development, even though such a policy entailed a great 
deal of adjustment and some delays in completion dates. Navy officials said this 
week that it was highly probable that steam engineering procedure in the Navy would 
have to be substantially modified to meet the new conditions, but that the effort will be 
justified if it produces greater performance. The explosion aboard the destroyer 
Cassin has become a case in point. It is reported that the board of inquiry found that 
inexperience in handling the high pressure type installation may have been the 
cause of the loosing of live steam, which, under tremendous pressure, killed several 
persons. Although Admiral Brinser has issued a statement to the press denying that 
any disagreement exists between himself and the Department, informed sources said 
this week that Admiral Brinser has continually been a staunch advocate of orderly 
progress and has opposed the program of attempting to anticipate developments in 
engineering construction that have not been arrived at through the step-by-step 
process, 

Some believe the Navy Department's policy points toward making up for lost 
time by swinging as far forward as reason will permit in advanced design. The high 
pressure advocates contend that any progress is accompanied by a certain amount of 
failure and loss, but that the end justifies the means. The low pressure advocates 
believe that the only true progress is attained through slow, steady progression, 
At the present time, it is apparent that the former are in the majority. This policy is 
evidenced also in the operation of the patrol planes of the fleet. 

Generally, the attitude of the Navy Department on the present engineering dif- 
ferences is one of determination to see an idea through. Apparently, the only major 
argument against the use of high pressure steam installations is one of the danger 
and the lack of experience involved. The Navy apparently believes that it can safe- 
guard high pressure installations against the dangers of shell fire and line breakage, 
and that it can overcome the problem of inexperience by actual use,

able to include the commuted value of re- 
tirement benefits in the total remuner- 
ation of the services. Officers almost uni- 
versally look upon their equity in retire- 
ment as an asset which accrues from year 
to year during their active service, Due 
to their migratory existence, it is prac- 
tically the only provision which they can 
make for their maintenance after the 
close of their active careers. It should 
be noted, however, that since the retire- 
ment benefit is in the nature of an annuity 
and is wholly forfeited by resignation, 
dismissal from the service, disability not 
incurred in line of duty, or death, it pro- 
duces an advantage to the Government in 
securing permanancy of personnel and 
conscientious performance of duty. Fur- 
thermore, the services of retired officers 
are available to the Government in case 
of need and the spheres of commercial 
activity open to them are restricted by 
law. 

“Medical and dental care.—tThis is a 
real benefit and while its value to in- 
dividuals will vary over considerable 
limits, depending upon where they are 
stationed, the average figure of $175 per 
year used in the report is considered a 
fair one for the Army. 

“Subsistence and quarters.—tThe re- 
port contains the following paragraph: 

l4. The figures shown in the attached ex- 
hibits do not exhaust the benefits received by 
the personnel of the commissioned services 
in the nature of compensation. For instance, 
they do not take into account the value of 
subsistence and quarters furnished in kind 
to officers at their posts of duty on ship or 
at stations, but include only allowances for 
these purposes commuted and paid in cash. 
While the average annual value of subsistence 
and quarters furnished in kind can not read- 
ily be computed from available data, it is 
obvious that it would represent a substantial 
sum in addition to the figures given. 

“This statement is apparently based on 
a misunderstanding. A portion of an of- 
ficer’s compensation is designated as ‘sub- 
sistence allowance’ which is paid to him 
in cash and has been included in the com 
pensation as shown in the exhibits. Com- 
missioned officers are never furnished 
subsistence in kind, even in the field in 
time of war, without paying for it. An- 
other part of an officer’s compensation is 
designated as ‘rental allowance’ and is 
paid when he has to house himself. When 
he occupies Government quarters, the ren- 
tal allowance is deducted from his com- 
pensation. An officer receives no benefits 
as to subsistence and quarters which have 
not been included by the Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency. 

“Commissary privileges.—Government 
commissaries are maintained for the 
primary and necessary purpose of issuing 
supplies to the enlisted personnel, The 
privilege enjoyed by officers of purchas- 
ing from them has only a slight monetary 
value. The stocks of these commissaries 
are so limited that only a portion of the 
needs of the ordinary household, such as 
staple groceries and a few articles of uni- 
form clothing, can be procured from this 
source, 

“Hducation at military academies.— 
The educational advantages furnished by 
the national mijitary academies are de- 
scribed in the report as ‘an additional 
benefit of importance which is shared by 
a considerable proportion of the personnel 
of the commissioned services.’ It is not 
believed that this has any bearing on 
service pay, The military academies are 
maintained by the Government presum- 
ably because the education of officers for 
the services is considered to be a profit- 
able investment in national defense. Less 
than one-third of the present commis- 
sioned personnel of the Army is composed 
of graduates of the Military Academy. 


Service Disadvantages 

“The following paragraphs set forth 
certain pecuniary disadvantages affecting 
officers of the services which were not 
mentioned by the Bureau of Efficiency. 

“Uniforms and equipment. — Officers 
are required to provide their uniforms 
and a portion of their military equipment 
at their own expense. This is an unes- 
capable obligation. They must also have 
civilian clothing. The net result is an 
added expense which mounts to a con- 
siderable figure. In both the Sevextieth 





and the present Congress bills have been 
introduced (but not passed) to grant 
Army officers an allowance of $120 per 
year to cover the cost of uniforms. If the 
initial and very considerable expenses of 
the newly appointed officer are not in- 
cluded, this may be taken as a reason- 
able amount under present conditions in 
the Army when dress uniforms are not re- 
quired. Dress uniforms are required in 
the Navy and Marine Corps and will 
probably be adopted for the Army before 
many years. Under these conditions, the 
allowance proposed would not cover the 
expense of uniforms. 

“Changes of station.—Oflicers are sub- 
ject to frequent changes of station which 
are an invariable source of extra expense, 
especially if they are married and have 
families. The Government pays the cost 
of transportation for the officer, his legal 
dependents, and his belongings, but these 
allowances never completely cover the 
cost of the move. The cost of stays at 
hotels en route or at destination while 
awaiting the arrival of household effects, 
the losses on the cancellation of leases, 
the other inevitable disbursements inci- 
dental to travel and to settling in a new 
home, all combine to make each change 
of station a considerable drain on an of- 
ficer’s private purse. 

“Education of children.—The education 
of children is a serious and expensive 
problem for officers of the Army on for 
eign service and at many isolated stations 
in the United States. It is also com- 
plicated by the frequent changes of sta- 
tion which occur, The lack of educational 
facilities, especially beyond the high- 
school grades, often requires that chil- 
dren be sent away from home to distant 
schools at added expense, 

“Maintenance of separate establish- 
ments,_-The condition under which offi- 
cers serve, even in time of peace, often 
preclude them from having their families 
at their place of duty. It is a normal 
condition for officers to spend several 
months of the summer training season in 
camps. This requires the maintenance of 
two establishments and increases the 
total cost of supporting the family. 





Benefits Versus Disadvantages 

“It is believed that the foregoing dis- 
cussion warrants the conclusion that ser- 
vice benefits, exclusive of retirement, are 
more than counterbalanced by the ser- 
vice disadvantages which have been 
cited, but were not mentioned in the re- 
port of the Bureau of Efficiency. If this 
is true, the estimated value of medical 
care should not be added to service com- 
pensation in a comparison with civilian 
earnings. The true comparison should 
show Service compensation plus retire- 
ment benefits on one hand, and civilian 
earnings plus similar benefits, bonuses, or 
participations in profits on the other.” 


Awarded Soldier’s Medal 

On Thursday, November 10, 1988, at 
3.30 P. M., Capt. John L. Ryan, jr.. 13th 
Cav., was decorated with the Soldier’s 
Medal which is awarded for “acts of 
heroism not in actual contact with the 
enemy.” Brig. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, 
Commanding Fort Knox, Kentucky, and 
the Seventh Cavalry Brigade (Mechan- 
ized) made the presentation at a Review 
at Fort Knox in which the entire com- 
mand participated. 

The coveted Soldier’s Medal was 
awarded to Captain Ryan by direction of 
the President, with the following cita- 
tion: 

John L. Ryan, Jr., Captain, 18th Cavalry, 
United States Army. For heroism displayed 





on May 23, 1938, at Nashville, Tennessee. 
Upon seeing a fully loaded and driverless 
commercial gasoline truck moving rapidly 


down grade and heading toward a group of 
spectators, including children, and toward 
several government trucks lined up in the 
road, Captain Ryan, with utter disregard 
of his own safety, jumped onto the running 
board and, although unable to make his way 
into the driver's cab, brought the truck under 
partial control from his position on the run- 
ning board. By his prompt action Captain 
Ryan was able to steer the truck away from 
the nearer spectators, children, and vehicles, 
and thereby avoided the probability of a 
fatal accident. This, however, was not ac- 
complished until Captain Ryan, just prior to 
leaping to safety from the careening vehicle, 
with great danger to himself, had guided the 
truck off the road where it crashed into a 
clump of trees, 








Jewish Vets Observe Armistice 


In an Armistice Day broadcast to the 
Jewish War Veterans of the United 
States, Capt. Robert D. Workman, (ChC) 
USN, cited the religious and material 
freedom in the United States, and de- 
clared, “Let us, therefore, pledge anew 
our love and our loyalty to our country, 
to this Flag, the emblem symbolic of our 
liberty and our rights which, under God, 
we enjoy today.” 

His address in full was as follows: 

“To the Jewish War Veterans of the 
United States and their families and 
loved ones,—greetings and sincere best 
wishes from the personnel of the United 
States Navy. 

“Today marks another anniversary of 
the cessation of that terrible holocaust 
known as the World War. Those of us 
who went through those experiences will 
recall most vividly, and will tell our chil- 
dren of the joy and the spirit of thanks- 
giving with which the people of the world 
welcomed the Armistice 20 years ago this 
morning. 

“Tn retrospect it seems like an exhorbi- 
tant price in material things,—and more 
particularly a terrible, shocking price in 
human life which was paid for what——in 
the end—was attained by that conflict be- 
tween the nations. 

“And yet, today, for some things, men 
would lay upon the altar of sacrifice all 
they possess, not withholding even their 
own lives. For,—there are some things of 
more value to us than life itself. 

“How grateful all of us here in the 
United States should be today that here 
human rights,—those sacred rights of the 
individual in respect to material, as well 
as spiritual and religious things,—are re- 
spected and protected, Under the Consti- 
tution of the United States these rights 
are a reality today. Let us, therefore, 
pledge anew our love and our loyality to 
our Country,—to this Flag, the emblem- 
symbolic of our liberty and our rights 
which, under God, we enjoy today.” 

Army Chaplain Speaks 

Col. William R. Arnold, Chief of Chap- 
lains, USA, spoke as follows: 

Twenty years ago today guns for and 
against democracy ceased firing. Our country 
came into the tragic conflict comparatively 
late but at an opportune moment. All the 
vast resources of our enormous national 
wealth and over four million of our younger 
men, together with thousands of women, were 
called upon to carry out the will of the 
United States Government in its decision and 
effort to aid the Allies in their battle for 
the preservation of human liberty and demo- 
cratic forms of government. 

Our people responded with the spirit of 
the old Crusaders. They acted with a derree 
of generosity and _ self-sacrifice hardly 
equalled in the pages of history. In the 
short period of eighteen months their heroic 
efforts brought the warring nations of the 
world to an armistice. Each year since the 
end of the great war we pause on this date 
te render thanksgiving for victory earned, to 
ponder deeply the costly price of peace and 
national security, and to renew our pledge of 
fealty and service to our country. 

Today the future looks threatening. The 
tremendous sacrifices of twenty years ago 
seem to have been wasted. But, the national 
faith of our people endures in hope and pur- 
pose, In the words of the President, speaking 
for all of us in his recent proclamation, we 
manifest our belief that peace can be attained 
and made enduring only by respect for the 
rights of others and good will among the 
nations of the world. 

This belief is based on sound religious 
doctrine, for God Himself said, “Love thy 
neighbor as thyself” and “See thou never do 
to another what thou wouldst hate to have 
done to thee.” Because this 18 Divine law and 
a condition of eternal life, man is not only 
obligated to practice brotherly respect and 
love but also, and for the same reasons, he 
must battle, sometimes to the death, those of 
his fellow men who choose to deny or violate 
this law. Genuine religion is not at odds with 
a war against an unjust aggressor who with 
pride of power and greed for wealth scorns 
or denies the rights of others. So long as 
there are men who love God and seek His 
justice and men who ignore or deny God and 
make their own laws, there will be spiritual 
and physical conflict. Peace is not a gift; it’s 
a dividend of sacrifice and suffering. 

The Jewish War Veterans perform a real 
service for the dead and the living when they 
unite with their fellow citizens to celebrate 
and emphasize the significance of Armistice 
Day. Justly they remind all men in these 
days of wanton injustice and cruel persecu- 
tions that they too are the children of God 
and by His love entitled to the blessings of 
life. Justly, too, they remind all men that 














as loyal citizens of a great democratic goy- 
ernment they have contributed more than 
their proportionate share of wealth, hardship, 
suffering and death to the defense and pres- 
ervation of the country they love. 

With sincere brotherly love let us unite in 
a fervent prayer to the God of justice and 
mercy for the heroes and heroines who gave 
their lives that we might enjoy peace, se- 
curity, and freedom. We are on our way to 
meet them in a world of eternal peace where 
there are no divisions of nations, races, or 
kingdoms.

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U. S. Marine Corps Anniversary 

On Thursday of this week, the Marine 
Corps observed the 163rd anniversary of 
the founding of the Corps. At every Ma- 
rine post, simple cgremonies marked the 
event. 

The Army and the Navy, through the 
Chief of Staff and the Chief of Naval 
Operations sent letters of congratulations 
to Maj. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, USMC, 
Commandant of the Marine Corps. Gen- 
eral Malin Craig, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, sent the following letter: 

As the anniversary of the 163rd birthday of 
the United States Marine Corps approaches, 
it is my sincere pleasure again to extend to 
your Corps the greetings and felicitations of 
all personnel of the Army of the United States. 

On the November lth of twenty years ago 
American soldiers of the sea and soldiers of 
the land were battling side by side on the 
banks of the Meuse River, as they had fought 
side by side throughout our participation in 
the world’s greatest war. From intimate bat- 
tlefield contact arose within the Army’s ranks 
full appreciation of the courage of individ- 
uals, devotion to duty, and loyalty to country 
which has so highly imbued the United States 
Marine Corps throughout its long and inspir- 
ing history, 

On the occasion of the birthday of your 
Corps we express our profound admiration 
for the United States Marines. 

Admiral William D. Leahy, Chief of 
Naval Operations, in his congratulatory 
letter stated: 

I congratulafé the officers and men of the 
United States Marine Corps on the one hun- 
dred and sixty-third anniversary of the or 
ganization. As an integral part of the Naval 
Service, we take pride in your untarnished 
record that dates from the birth of our Na- 
tion. 

Many of our citizens know something of 
your brilliant World War achievements; 
others are acquainted with your part in the 
heroic history of all the wars of our country; 
but few realize that the success of the Ma- 
rine Corps in action is, in the main, a result 
of the rigorous peace time training that those 
in authority have insisted upon through the 
years. This efficient preparation attained by 
officers and men of superior military character 
make for instant action in emergency and 
success in the field. 

The Marine Corps is deserving of the trust 
of our people because you have never failed 
the country in the defense of its policies and 
ideals. I am confident that the essential mili- 
tary quality symbolized by your’ proud 
motto, “Semper Fidelis” will give inspiration 
for the future as it has so faithfully guided 
you in the past. 

General Holcomb on Wednesday, Nov. 
9, addressed a nation-wide audience by 
means of the radio, outlining the history 
of the Marine Corps and stating that 
while the Marine Corps has built up a fine 
tradition, “it does not forget the obliga- 
tion great tradition implies; that is, to 
be, each man in his day and generation, 
equal to, and worthy of the past.” 

General Holcomb said: 

One hundred and sixty-three years ago, on 
the tenth of November, seventeen seventy-five, 
the Continental Congress, assembled in Phil- 
adelphia to conduct our War of Independence, 
passed an Act authorizing the immediate for- 
mation of two battalions of marines, with 
their proper complement of officers and ser- 
geants, trained and equipped to serve both 
on land and sea. At that time, the Revolution 
was a little more than four months old. It is 
related that the recruiting parties, which 
went out in Philadelphia, with flag and fife 
and drum, displayed on their drum heads the 
device of the coiled rattlesnake, and the le- 
gend, afterwards very famous: “Don't tread 
on met!” 

There after, American Marines participated 
honorably in every phase of the Revolutionary 
struggle. They served with the Army along 
the Atlantic seaboard, and they provided Ma- 
rine detachments for the Continental cruisers, 
In fights by land, from Maine down to Sa- 
vannah, and in ship actions on blue water, 
they set the pattern of energy, of cheerful 
efficiency, and of pride in service, which we 
who came after them have heen strict to fol- 
low, and zealous to uphold, Lieutenant Ed- 
ward Stack'’s Marines were with John Paul 
Jones on the BONHOMME RICHARD. Com- 
modore Barney's Marines faced the British 
astride the Bladensburg Road, a generation 
later, when Cockburn went to Washington: 
there were not many who faced him that day. 
Marines fought through the Everglades, in the 
Seminole War. The sword Marine officers 
carry today is called the Mameluke sabre, 
commemorating Marines who served against 
the Barbary pirates off Tripoli, In the Mexi- 
can War, Watson's battalion of Marines 


marched with Scott to Mexico City. In our 
great Civil War, Marines died by Henry Hill 
at First Manassas, at Vicksburg and Island 
Number Ten, and on the fire-swept beaches of 
Charleston and Fort Fisher. Colonel Hunt- 
ington’s Marines took Guantanamo, in 1898; 


and Marines were in the International Guard 
defending the Legations against the Boxers 
in Peking in 1900, and in the column which 
marched to their relief. And it will be re- 
membered that half the rifle strength of the 
Second American Division, a famous shock 
division of the A.E.F., was the Fourth Ma- 
rine Brigade. All these things are written in 
many books, and I would not afflict you with 
the details. It is enough to say that the Ma- 
rine Corps is part of the Naval History of the 
Nation, and no small part of its military his- 
tory as well. Of major national wars, we have 
fought six, or one about every generation in 
our national existence. But between the years 
eighteen four and nineteen thirty-four, one 
hundred and eighty landings by Marines 
against resistance are on record, Whether in 
peace or war, the United States Marine Corps 
has never lacked employment. Today, they 
stand guard throughout our insular posses- 
sions, in China, and on all the Naval shore 
stations, Every battleship, aircraft carrier, 
and cruiser in the Fleet has its Marine de- 
tachment, trained and equipped, as those Con- 
tinental Marines, for service ashore or afloat. 
The motto of the Corps is Semper Fidelis, 
and we all of us have enough Latin to know 
that Semper Fidelis means: Ever Faithful. 

In a world which is, today, neither peace 
ful nor settled, it is good to have behind one 
that continuity of service faithfully per 
formed; that tradition for readiness to serve; 
and that habit of adequacy to any occasion 
of routine, of difficulty, or of danger. The 
Marine Corps does not know what, beyond its 
routine duties, the future may call upon it 
to do. But the chances are, it will be some 
thing it has done before, somewhere in the 
world, It has its traditions, and is proud of 
them as it should be. But it does not forget the 
obligation great tradition implies. That is, 
to be, each man in his day and generation, 
equal to, and worthy of the past,

This 
is the first vessel on the Amat List to be 
named Wilson. 





General Hartshorn Retires 

Brig. Gen. Edwin 8S. Hartshorn, USA, 
who until recently was General Malin 
Craig’s executive for reserve affairs, will 
pass to the retired list November 30. 
General Hartshorn is widely known 
among reserve officers, having traveled 
extensively during the past few years at- 
tending Reserve officers conventions and 
visiting their activities. 

General Hartshorn entered the service 
during the Spanish war, being appointed 
a first lieutenant of the New York Volun- 
teer Infantry. Reaching the rank of cap 
tain he was mustered out of the service 
after the war, but in 1901 was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant in the Regular 
Army. 

On his appointment to the Regular Army 
General Hartshorn served at Fort Porter, New 
York, until February, 1908, when he sailed 
with his regiment for the Philippine Islands. 

Returning to the United States in March, 
1905, he took station at Vancouver Barracks, 
Portland, Oregon, where he continued to serve 
until 1908, when he returned to the Philippine 
Islands. In 1910 he returned to the United 
States with his regiment, taking station at 
Fort William H. Harrison, Montana, 

General Hartshorn graduated from the 
Army School of the Line in 1913, and from 
the General Staff School in 1914. 

On January 15, 1914, he transferred to the 
3d Infantry with station at Madison Bar 
racks, New York, at which post he continued 
to serve until August, 1915, when he was 
transferred to the 2d Infantry, Fort Shafter, 
Hawaii. 

Returning to the United States on October 
1, 1917, General Hartshorn was detailed on 
the General Staff, and ordered to duty at the 
Army War College, Washington, D. C. In No 
vember, 1917, he sailed for France, While over 
seas he was attached to Headquarters, 55th 





British Division from February 19 to March 
3, 1918, and attached to Headquarters First 
Corps from March 7 to 10, 1918, both units in 
line, Returning to the United States in March, 
1918, he was detailed for duty in the Coordi- 
nating Section, War Department General 
Staff, 

He remained on duty in the War Depart- 
ment as Director of Sales, Office of the As- 
sistant Secretary of War, until January 9, 
1922, when he was ordered to Field Officers 
School, Camp Bragg, North Carolina, as Stu- 
dent Officer, Upon graduation in June, the 
same year, he transferred to the Army War 
College, Washington, D, C., from which he 
graduated in June, 1923. 

Returning to Fort Bragg, North Carolina, 
he became Executive Officer, 5th Field Ar- 
tillery, and continued in that capacity until 
detailed on the General Staff, July 2, 1924, 
and transferred to Washington, D, C., for 
duty. 

In August, 1928, General Hartshorn was 
transferred to Fort Slocum, New York, in 
command of the post. He assumed command 
of the Presidio of San Francisco, California, 
in August, 1050, and was placed on additional 
duty as Acting Chief of Staff, 9th Corps Area, 
on the 16th of that month, He became a mem- 
ber of the General Staff Corps on November 
4, 1930, and was assigned to duty as Chief 
of Staff, 0th Corps Area, He was relieved from 
that duty on November 3, 1934, and assumed 
command of the Seventh Infantry at Van- 
couver Barracks, Washingfon, on November 
Oth. 

He has been on duty in the Office Chief of 
Staff, Washington, D. C., as Executive for 
Reserve Affairs since June 14, 1935, 

General Hartshorn has been awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal, the citation for 
which is as follows: “For exceptionally 
meritorious and conspicuous services. As 
Chief of the coordination section, office of the 
executive assistant to the Chief of Staff, his 
energy, Judgment, and foresight have been of 
exceptional value to the War Department and 
to the Army.” General Hartshorn has also 
been awarded the Polish Decoration, “Reborn 
Poland,”

An outline of the details of the 1939 
objectives of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of the United States has been 
drafted by Millard W. Rice, national leg- 
islative representative of the organiza- 
tion. 

The national defense provisions of that 
program are as follows: 


United States Army 

1. 14,600 officers and 165,000 enlisted men in 
Regular Establishment, a National Guard of 
210,000 officers and men. 

2. 120,000 officers and 100,000 men in Or- 
ganized Reserves with 2 weeks annual train- 
ing. 

3. Regular Army enlisted reserves of 150,- 
000 former soldiers. 

4. Mechanization and motorization of all 
United States armed forces, 

5. Adequate modernized antiaircraft ar- 
tillery, field artillery, seacoast defenses, light 
and heavy machine guns, and semi-automatie 
shoulder rifles, for Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard. 

6. Material reserves needed for first 90 days 
of any war. 

7. Air Force second to none in combat effi- 
ciency, with 15,000 more men. 

8. An annual 30 days training for 50,000 
members of C.M.T.C, 

9. R.O.T.C, units in all qualified schools and 
colleges. 

10. Adequate barracks, quarters, storage 
and technical facilities for expanded Regular 
Army, National Guard and Organized Re- 
serves. 

11. Military discipline and such training as 
map reading, bridge building and radio com- 
munication for members of C.C.C. 


United States Navy 


1. Combatant and auxiliary ships as au- 
thorized by Naval Expansion Act. 

2. Adequate shore facilities for expanded 
U. S. Navy and Merchant Marine. 

3. Trained officers and men for full author- 
ized Navy. 

4. An enlarged Marine Corps to exercise its 
normal functions. 

5. Expanded Naval and Marine Corps Re- 
serves, and R.O.T.C. units. 

6. A modernized U, S. Merchant Marine 
manned by loyal American citizens. 

7. Air Force second to none in combat effi- 
clency. 

8. Adequate scientific experimentation fa- 
cilities. 

Natural Resources 

1. Constructive Federal and State programs 
to restore and protect forests and lands 
primarily suited therefor, reduce soil erosion 
losses, control destructive floods, and con-

2. Sale of helium gas to foreign countries 
for peacetime purposes only. 

Armed Forces Personnel 

1. Increased pay for enlisted personnel, 

2. Reinstatement of reenlistment allow- 
ances, 

3. Transportation to their homes of depend- 
ents of enlisted men upon their transfer to 
Fleet Naval and Fleet Marine Corps Reserves. 


To Take Profits Out of War 


A. Such graduated taxes during and follow- 
ing war, as will recapture abnormal profits 
therefrom, and as will pay for the cost 
thereof. 

BR. Detailed plans for effective mobilization 
of men and money, labor and industry in 
event of war. 

1. Provide that during any war a graduated 
part of wealth of every resident shall be sub- 
ject to conscription, for purchase of taxable, 
low-interest bearing, short term Government 
bonds.

Regular Reserve in ROTC 

Army regulations were amended this 
week to provide that membership in the 
Regular Army Reserve would not make a 
youth ineligible for enrollment in a Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps unit pro- 
vided he is otherwise qualified. Member- 
ship in the Naval or Marine Corps Re- 
serve does bar applicants from the ROTC, 

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
145-10, May 28, 1931, paragraph 18a of 
those regulations is changed as follows: 

a. Eligibility to membership in the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps is limited to students 
at institutions in which units of such corps 
may be established, who are citizens of the 
United States, who are not less than 14 years 
of age, and whose bodily condition is such 
as to meet the physical requirements speci- 
fied herein. Enrollments of students who 
have passed their twenty-sixth birthday will 
not be made in the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, except that in Medical Corps units stu- 
dents may be enrolled whose requirements for 
appointment in the Medical Reserve Corps can 
be fulfilled before attaining the age of thirty- 
five. No member of the active personnel of 
the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps of the United 
States, nor any commissioned officer of the 
National Guard or Naval Militia, nor Reserve 
officer of the military forces of the United 
States is eligible for membership in the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps, except that a 
Reserve officer who is also a medical student 
may be admitted to a Medical Corps unit. 
Members of the Naval or Marine Corps Re- 
serve are not eligible for membership in the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. The fact 
that an applicant is a member of the Regu- 
lar Army Reserve does not make him ineligi- 
ble for enrollment providing he is otherwise 
qualified.

U. S. SECOND IN HORSE SHOW 

The Chilean horse show team this week 
won the three day contest to determine 
the winner of the International low-score 
competition for the challenge trophy pre- 
sented by his excellency, Arturo Alles- 
sandri the President of Chile and emble- 
matic of military team jumping suprem- 
acy. 

The United States placed second, and 
the teams from Ireland, Mexico, Canada 
and Cuba finished in that order. The 
Chileans, led by Maj. Eduardo Yanez, 
swept to the front early in the meet, and 
although during the latter stages they 
dropped several points, their early scor- 
ing assured them of victory. 

The show was held in New York City, 
and attended by a number of ranking 
military, diplomatic, social and political 
figures. As usual, the show presented one 
of the most colorful riding exhibitions 
seen in the United States. Its interna- 
tional aspect is attested by the number of 
teams from varying countries. 
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New Anti-Tank and Anti- 
Aircraft Guns 


Two new and highly effective weapons, 
one designed to combat aircraft and the 
other an anti-tank gun, have recently 
been removed from the experimental 
status and standardized for issue to 
troops by the War Department. 

Through an extensive period the Army 
Ordnance Department has been engaged 
in perfecting defensive means against the 
two most efficient offensive armaments 
developed since the World War. 

In the ground defense against aircraft. 
gunnery in the higher altitudes has proved 
more satisfactory than that designed to 
defend against the high speed low flying 
attack planes. The lack of automatic 
weapons capable of going into action in- 
stantly and of delivering a heavy volume 
of fire with an explosive bullet was 
acute. The new weapon is of 37 mm. 
ealibre, automatic type, mounted on an 
all around fire, four-wheel trailer which 
may be towed by a light truck at maxi- 
mum speed. The units have a wheel base 
of 120 inches, with 58-inch tread and 
weigh about 5,000 pounds. 

In the design of the anti-tank weapon 
the development has been toward in- 
creased mobility and greater armor pierc- 
ing effect. With these tactical require- 
ments in mind, the Ordnance Department 
has incorporated the required technical 
features in an intermediate calibre gun 
smaller and lighter than the usual field 
artillery equipment. The new weapon is 
also of 37 mm. calibre, mounted on a car- 
riage capable of being towed by high 
speed trucks or being hauled short dis- 
tances by man power. The gun crew is 
protected by armor, and, in action, one 
man loads the gun while the other aims 
and fires it. The unit is about 12 feet 
long, five feet wide, three feet high and 
weighs about 950 pounds. 

Both of these weapons are influenced in 
design by the latest developments for 
armament of this character in actual 
operation. They are necessarily of in- 
tegrate composition and are typical of the 
time problem in procurement faced by the 
War Department in equipping our initial 
forces with modern and effective arma- 
ment. 

Further details as to the characteris 
tics and performance are, for the time, 
restricted. 





Pay of Retired Officers 

Retired officers of the Regular Army 
who are paid by check drawn to their 
own order will hereafter report to the 
disbursing officer, over their own signa 
tures, twice a year instead of once. Up 
until now such retired officers have been 
required to report each October certifying 
they are alive. Now they will report April 
land October 1 of each year. 

Retired officers whose pay 
tioned to their credit with any person, 
hank, or other institution. or addressed 
in care of another person, or who has 
given a power of attorney to indorse his 
checks, will report each month that he is 
alive. 

The change was included in revisions 
made public this week in a number of 
paragraphs of Army regulations govern- 
ing retired pay. The changes were an- 
nounced as follows: 

Pending the printing of changes in AR 35 
1360, Jan. 15, 1934, AR 35-1700, Sept. 23, 1937, 
AR 35-2020, Aug. 10, 1931, and AR 345-125, 
Feb. 1, 1932, the following changes in those 
regulations are published: 

1. AR 35-1360.—Paragraph Se (2) (b) Is 
changed as follows: 

(b) Upon receipt of notice of resignation, 
discharge, or dismissal of an officer under the 
provisions of paragraphs 2ak (3), AR 210-70, 
or when an officer is otherwise relieved from 
active duty (except when an officer is retired 
while serving within a foreign department and 
desires to be paid within such foreign depart- 
ment), it will be executed in duplicate, and 
forwarded directly to the Finance Officer,

Perry’s Sword to Annapolis 

The Superintendent of the United 
States Naval Academy has announced the 
presentation to the Academy of the sword 
worn by Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry 
at the Battle of Lake Erie. This historic 
sword was presented by Mr. Perry Bel- 
mont of Newport, Rhode Island. 

The sword carries its maker's name 
“Joshua Storrs, Cheapside, London,” and 
probably was similar to those used by 
naval officers during the early nineteenth 
century, The decorations consist of 
acorns, twigs and leaves of oak with con- 
ventional anchor and cable, and the “U. 
S. Navy” was engraved upon it. The han- 
die is of bone instead of the conventional 





shark’s skin of today. The blade is of 
steel, blue stained for a portion of its 
length from the handle toward the point, 
as was usual to set off the gold decora- 
tions. The scabbard shows marks of ser- 
vice, being badly worn and broken in sev- 
eral places. 

Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry was 
horn in South Kingstown, R. L., Aug. 3, 
1785, was appointed midshipman in 1799, 
served in the Tripolitan War and was 
promoted to acting lieutenant at the age 
of 17. His most conspicuous service was 
in the War of 1812. He led the ships in 
Commodore Chauncey’s attack on Fort 
George in 18138. Later (September 10, 
1813) he commanded the forces on Lake 
Erie and defeated the English squadron. 
He died on board the United States Fri 
gate John Adams, lying at Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, August 23, 1819. 





Gen. Drum’s Armistice Address 


Mai. Gen, Ilugh A. Drum, USA, com- 
manding general of the First Army and 
the Second Corps Arena, made an Armis- 
tce Day address yesterday at the dedi- 
cation of the Court of Peace at the New 
York World's Fair in which he stressed 
the holding of our main overseas posses- 
sions as the first and most important step 
in assuring us ugainst war on our con- 
tinental shores. 


General Drum said: 


In enunciating our national convictions 
against war, our policies of “not accepting 
War as an instrument of national policy,” 
opposition to “aggressive-offensive wars’ 
have been translated into the catchy mislead 
ing phrases such as “defensive against inva 
sion" —“defensive war’—‘not an enemy sol 
dier to place a foot on our soil"-—‘war refer 
endum before a single soldier may be sent 
beyond our shores.” In appealing to the in 
nermost sentiments of our people there are 
leaders who would limit our defense prepara 
tions and means to the continental United 
States. In time of war, they would close our 
harbors to foreign trade, abolish our merch 
ant marine and deny protection to our ocean 
and air commerce. They would build a great 
wall around our borders and limit our armed 
forces to those deemed necessary to man such 
a wall and for suppression of internal dis 
orders—-police forces, The lessons of the War 
of 1812, the Spanish-American War and the 
World War have been misread by this group 
They are not awake to our present-day posi 
tion in the world. They fail to visualize the 
present-day proximity of nations, their inter 
dependence and inter-locking businesses and 
communications,

Moreover, these advocates propose to deny 
our armed forces the means most efficient in 
bringing an unavoidable war to an early 
end, and in saving lives, homes and property. 
They would prohibit) “offensive weapons,” 
“restriet war operations to our home terri 
tory” —require a vote of the people before our 
armed forces could be used to prevent an 
enemy from approaching our shores, Uncon 
sclously they would deprive the American 
people of the most efficient means of defense 
While they are prompted by the fundamental 
desire to avoid war, foreign entanglements 
and to limit) peace-time financial burdens, 
they confuse the national peace attitude with 
efiicient defense mensures and thereby fail 
fo face the actualities involved in some of 
their proposals, 

tefore the days of steam and motor pro 
pelled boats, a distance of three miles seaward 
was determined as the limit to which a 
country extended its sovereignty. When we 
tried to enforce our prohibition laws, and to 
prevent rum runners from coming in under 
cover of darkness, experience proved that we 
had to extend the three-mile limit to that of 
one day's travel, With the advent of the air- 
plane and its carrier, how much farther should 
we extend our defenses if we are to be pro 
tected from hostile bombardment? No right 
thinking person nor responsible leader can 
countenance nor condone an attack against 
an unfortified city, filled with women and 
children. Yet this barbarous type of war- 
fare is being carrled on in several parts of 
the world today. With the vivid picture which 
we brought back from France of plodding 
refugees driven from their destroyed homes 
still fresh in our minds, and aware of the 
destruction that our coastal cities, such as 
New York, San Francisco might be subjected 
to, let us resolve that continental America 
shall never be exposed to hostile gun fire 
or air bombardment, as well as never be Iin- 
vaded. If conditions should become so acute 
that no diplomatic solution is possible, and 
we are forced to fight, the destruction of war, 
at all costs, must be excluded from our con- 
tinental shores, 

The accomplishment of such a determina- 
tion is no easy matter. The first and most 
important step is the holding of our main 








overseas possessions. In the Pacific, Alaska, 
Hawaii and Panama serve as outposts, while 
in the Atlantic we are weaker, with only 
Panama and Puerto Rico. Certainly these 
possessions must be held as the outguards 
and bases for our action to deny any ap- 
proach to our coast line. Yet these alone will 
not suffice. Army and naval forces must be 
available to fill the areas between these out- 
posts and to operate where their defenses are 
not effective, They must be immediately avail- 
able in adequate strength to prevent hostile 
airplanes in force reaching our shores—this 
means the approach of airplane carriers and 
the establishment of air fields within operat- 
ing range. There are many such places 
within range of both coasts. Knowing the 
destruction, demoralization and hardships 
that result from having one's homeland 
bombed or overrun by an invading army and 
being converted into a battlefield, it is our 
duty to insure at once, and for all times, that 
no war will ever be fought on the soil of the 
United States, 

In their good hard common sense, our peo- 
ple believe in and accept these views as sound 
and truly American. They want and are will- 
ing to support such defense forces as from 
time to time are deemed adequate, first, as a 
preventive of war and second, if needed, as a 
means to keep any conflict out of the con- 
tinental United States and third, to win an 
early peace,

Business is heartened by the election 
returns. It realizes they do not mean 
repudiation of the principles of the social 
aims of the President. As a matter of 
fact, practically all the candidates, re- 
publican and democratic, openly avowed 
support of them, and differed only on the 
manner of their application. But the 
voters emphatically registered approval 
of the refusal of the Senate to comply 
with the President’s demand in connec- 
tion with the reorganization of the Su- 
preme Court, and warned the new Con- 
gress to go slow with respect to any re- 
organization of the executive branch of 
the Government, which would increase 
executive power. The Third Party move- 


ments in Wisconsin and Minnesota 
suffered their first defeats in years, and 
the republican victories foreshadow 


greater conservatism in those States. 
John L. Lewis and his C, 1. O., with their 
political aspirations, suffered a severe set 
back in the industrial states in which 
they have been especially active, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and Michigan, The voters 
of the last named State showed disap- 
proval of the sit down strike by their re- 
jection of Governor Murphy for another 
term. The farm states of the Middle West 
evidenced strong dissatisfaction with the 
agricultural policies of the Administra- 
tion. Entering into the attitude of the 
voters were distaste of the methods used 
in the distribution of relief, and fear of 
mounting deficits. It is the concensus of 
opinion that the people are in favor of 
proper relief, of help to the farmers, but 
not in the form of regimentation, of social 
security, and of the principle of collective 
bargaining. But they are against the ex- 
treme position which the Administration 
has taken in these matters. To put it 
another way, the country has trended 
toward conservatism, which means an in- 
dependent Congress with a substantial 
increase in Republican strength that will 
not rubber stamp any further reforms 
the President may propose, but which 
will seek to make workable those which 
are on the statute books, It is confidently 
expected that the result of the election 
will be further to stimulate business ac- 
tivity that which has occurred during 
the past few months was not suflicient to 
relieve the unemployment that exists, and 
which influenced the votes of millions. A 
review of business statistics during the 
past few weeks shows an almost uniform 
advance, and financial experts predict 
that this will continue now for months 
ahead. Analysis of the important capital 
goods industry reveals a sharp recovery 
in building and construction, Doubtless 
the elections will encourage further co- 
operation between the Administration 
and the Public Utilities. The foreign 
situation naturally is continuing to dis- 
turb our trade, causing a loss of sales 
and a diversion of trade. To Spain in 1937 
we exported only $6,000,000 worth of 
goods as against $35,000,000 in 1935, This 
year we have suffered sharp declines in 
sales to Japan as well as China.

Merchant Marine 

The newly established Maritime Ser- 
vice, which is being administered by the 
United States Coast Guard, was the ob- 
ject of a protest made public this week 
when it was revealed that Joseph Cur- 
ran, president of the National Maritime 
Union, has written a letter to the Com- 
mission protesting against the alleged 
military character of the Maritime Ser- 
vice. 

Ever since the inception of the idea 
«f having the government train the na- 
tion’s unemployed merchant seamen and 
officers, the labor unions have fought 
against having the Coast Guard act as 
the training agency, and at one time it 
was doubtful whether or not the plan 
could be put in effect, due to the political 
pressure of the unions against it. 

In his letter to the Commission, Mr. 
Curran asks that training under the pro- 
gram be denied to persons who have 
never followed the sea but are desirous 
of entering the merchant service through 
the Commission's training agency. It was 


pointed out at the headquarters of the | 


Maritime Service this week that prior 
sea service is already a pre-requisite for 
applicants for training. Mr. Curran in his 
letter also objected against the use of 
government hiring halls for the engaging 
of seamen by masters of vessels. Acting 
Chairman Thomas H. Woodward, of the 
Maritime Commission, said this week 
that the union protest had been received 
by the Commission, but that any action 
or discussion regarding the matter would 
be deferred until the return of Rear Adm. 
Emory S. Land, USN-Ret., Chairman of 
the Commission, who is now in South 
America, 
return to Washington about Nov. 15. 

Meanwhile, the Maritime Service is 
proceeding at full speed to complete the 
establishment of its training centers at 
Hoffman Island, N. Y., and Governors 
Island, near San Francisco. 





Current American Shipbuilding

WHERE AND WHEN NEEDED 
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Y Program for Enlisted Men 


(iflicers representative of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
were entertained at dinner in Washing- 
ton, D. C., on Thursday, October 20 by 
the Army and Navy Department Com 
mittee of the National Council of the 
Young Men’s Christian Associations. 
Seventy-two guests were present. 

Mr. Lucien T. Warner, Chairman of 
the Army and Navy Department Com- 
mitiee served as toastmaster. He out- 
lined the inception of the Y. M. C. A. and 
described its adaptation to the needs of 
service men. In part he said, “We should 
be uware of the resources at our com- 
mand in case of necessity. The program 
of the Y available for Soldiers, Sailors, 
Marines and Coast Guard is an outgrowth 
of the whole Y movement. It is pecu- 
liarly adapted to the men of the type of 
the American service, high-grade indi- 
viduals living in large groups away from 
homes whose lives in service are organ- 
ized but whose leisure time is quite prop 
erly unorganized who crave the chance 
to do things their own way in groups or 
singly and who need the facilities for 
this self-expression. The purpose of the 
Y is to fill the needs of service men and 
to build morale and character.” 

Secretary Edison Speaks 

During his address Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Edison said: “On several 
inspection trips it has been my privilege 
and pleasure to visit some of your es 
tablishments. * * * In these I saw the 
many facilities you provide for the com 
fort and recreation of our men ashore. 
Just the one item of providing them with 
clean lodgings at the minimum cost goes 
a long way in helping the men and the 
Service at large. I was very much im 
pressed not only with the completeness 
of the equipment but with the pleasing 
sight of service men taking advantage 
of the opportunities you are affording 
them. I also learned of the many organ 
ized sports your department promotes 
for enlisted men in all localities where 
they are concentrated. In all of this you 
gentlemen are striving to build fine char 
acters into our men and to teach them 
the true value of a clean mind and body. 
The Y. M. C, A. is perhaps the most out 
standing institution of its kind in our 
country. We of the Navy are very grate- 
ful to you for the vast amount of help 
you are to us in moulding our youth into 


strong manhood and in contributing so 
much to the morale of this complex or 
ganization.” 
Outlines Program 
Mr. T. A. Rymer, Senior Secretary of 
the Army and Navy Department in his 


report on the work of the Army and 
Navy Young Men’s Christian Associa 


tions stated that the Army and Navy Y 
is founded on five simple assumptions : 

“1. The assumption that the service man is 
important. Important as an individual. Im 
portant as a unit in national security and 
important to the civilian group to which he 
will return after his tour of duty is over. 

“2. The assumption that the service man 
has needs which because of his limitations of 
pay, his absence from home, his frequent 
transfers, he alone cannot meet. 

“3. The assumption that civilian America 
has a responsibility for the service man’s 
welfare. He is an important representative 
of our country. We call him into a place 
of duty where he faces special personal needs. 
He is performing duties for us. He is ours 
and his special personal problems, therefore, 
ure ours also. 

“4. The Army and Navy Y Is also founded 
on the assumption that the average service 
man will accept the best and not the worst 
the community has to offer. 

“5. There is also the assumption that he 
will cooperate in any worth while plan to 
make life for him and his buddies more 
meaningful. 

“On these five assumptions the Army and 
Navy Y is founded. It recognizes: 

“(a) The importance of leisure hours. 

“(by The effectiveness of cooperative effort. 

“(ce) The value of character. 

“(d) That the Service man, like all of us, 
does what he does in a search for satisfaction. 

“(e) That fundamentally the job of any 
welfare agency is to help men find satisfaction 
in the finer things of life.” 

Rear Adm. R. R. Waesche, Comman 
dant of the U. S. Coast Guard; Maj. 
Gen, E. 8. Adams, the Adjutant Generai, 
U. S. Army; and Rear Adm. J. 0. Rich 
ardson, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga 
tion, U. S. Navy, commended the work 
of the Army and Navy Young Men's 
Christian Association in their respective 
branches of the service. Col. William R. 
Arnold, Chief of Chaplains, U. S. Army 
gave the invocation and Capt. R. D. 
Workman, Chief of the Chaplain Corps, 
U.S. Navy spoke the benediction.

Says Navy Morale Is Low 


Charges that the present method of 
operating the selection system in the 
Navy is reducing the officers “to the state 
of a flock of sheep in uniform—with the 
difference that even sheep may bleat 
when they feel like it,” are made by Wil- 
liam Oliver Stevens, for 21 years instruc- 
tor and professor at the United States 
Naval Academy, in an article “Our Yes 
Man Navy” appearing in the November 
issue of The Forum. 

The Navy’s morale, Mr. Stevens says, 
is at a lower state than any time since the 
doldrums of the 1880's. Asserting that 
the conservatism of the Britsh admirals 
nearly cost Britain the World War, he 
declares that “similar conservatism in 
our navy may cost us the next one.” 
Speaking of the selection system as now 
operated, he says “Certainly any system 
which throws so many able officers out 
of the service, which continues to keep 
others who are incompetent or have been 
passed over and are eaten up with a sense 
of injustice, which puts the whole ser 
vice in mortal terror of any original idea 
is intolerable.” 

Officers at the Navy Department, most 
of whom, know Mr. Stevens from their 
Academy days, refrained from public 
comment on his article, but stated pri 
vately that those in the service know that 
Stevens’ charges are ill-founded. Mr. 
Stevens was an instructor in English at 
the Naval Academy from 1908 to 1905 
at which time he was appointed a profes 
sor, serving as such until 1924 when he 
became headmaster of the Roger Ascham 
School at White Plains, N. Y. 

Speaking of his contention that the 
present system stifles initiative, Mr. Stev 
ens reports: 

“Several years ago an Admiral, when 
he came to the Naval Academy as super 
intendent, called on all the officers there 
to submit written statements of any ree 
ommendations they cared to make to im 
prove the school, But all those who had 
ideas of change suddenly found them 
selves transferred elsewhere, Those who 
offered no suggestions or praised the 
status quo were undisturbed, 


“This same suppression of independent 
thinking, which is the curse of all mili 
tary organizations, has been made far 
worse in our navy by the present sys 
tem of promotion.” 
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In his conclusion to his article Mr. 
Stevens states: 


“Certainly nine-tenths of the officers re 
tired involuntarily are as able physically 
und mentally to perform their duties as 
those retained on the active list, and they 
don’t know why they were let out. When 
an upheaval like this selection ordeal 
occurs every seven years or so in an offi 
cer’s life, the effect is shattering. 

“Who can blame the officer for becom 
ing a yes man? The line of least resis 
tance, of silence of flattery—reasing, as 
the officers call it-—is the safest. A per 
sonnel shot through from top to bottom 
with this fear of saying something, of 
doing something which might “queer” the 
chance of promotion, and anxiously curry 
ing favor with those who may some day 
sit on a board of selection is not one 
which will do much for the advancement 
of the service or produce the lenders the 
country needs in war. 

“The deadly inertia produced by the 
present selection system is evident not 
only in the supine attitude it induces in 
younger otlicers. What has a command 
ing officer to gain by doing his duty and 
reporting obvious unfitness of a junior’? 
Very little; but, if the junior has powerful 
friends, he may rouse prejudice and en 
mity and jeopardize his own future, As a 
result, it is not uncommon for strangely 
equivocal reports to go into the records, 
A commander, having his own reasons 
for not wishing to report downright un 
fitness, will comment, for example: ‘In 
time, may become a capable officer,’ or 
even: ‘lays the piano brilliantly,’ (1!) 
thus effectually dumning the individual 
without putting his opinion on record, 

“Note that this destruction of navy 
morale is being accomplished not only be 
cause capable officers are being passed 
over but even more because unarguable 
incompetents, plenty of them, are being 
promoted, A certain number of average 
officers must inevitably be left behind. In 
the Junior grades, any bourd of selection 
can easily segregate a brilliant ten per 
eont und a detinitely inferior ten per 
cent, If bourds ignored none of the former 
and promoted none of the latter, the ser 
vice could not complain, 

“It is not for a civilian to prescribe the 
perfect remedy, but why not let the whole 
officer personnel have an opportunity to 
contribute its ideas for shaping a system 
of selection that will work? Meanwhile, 
certain evils ery aloud for immediate re 
Hef, as follows: 


“I. No derogatory matter should be put 
on an officer’s record without his knowl 
eige und the opportunity to make a state 
ment in his own defense, All that is nec 
essary is strict obedience of the Secretary 
of the Navy's order of October 0, 1054. 

“2? No material should be allowed to go 
on a# man's record contrary to naval regu 
lations or to be kept from his record by 
the same unlawful means (even when an 
Admiral does it). 

“S$. Some means should be provided to 
guarantee that the members of the boards 
of selection are supplied with better in 
formation about the candidates than they 
enjoy now. 

“4. There should be a board of officers 
uppointed by the President, independent 
of the Navy Department and assisted by 
civilian attorneys, which would be a 
board of review reporting directly to the 
President. It would be a court of appeal 
before which an officer might, under rea 
sonable limitations, present evidence to 
defend himself and obtain justice 


“The foregoing suggestions came from 
officers in the Navy, and undoubtedly 
would be applinded by a large majority. 

“If ambitious young men realized what 
they were heading for in a naval career, 
aus things are now, they would never try 
for Naval Academy appointments, Cer 
tainly any system which throws so man) 
able oflicers out of the service, which 
continues to keep others who are incom 
petent or have been passed over and are 
eaten up with a sense of injustice, which 
puts the whole service in mortal terror 
of any original idea is intolerable,”
